And  I  know  I  ask  no  more  than  I  shall  receive,  when  I  ask  you  to  excuie  we 
when  I  en-f  and  to  sustain  me  when  I  am  right. 

Permit  nne,  Grentlemen,  to  tender  you  this  expression  of  my  earnest  hope, 
that  whilst  your  deliberations  may  be  conducted  in  harmony,  they  may  all 
result  in  advancing  prosperity,  preserving  the  rights,  and  defending  the  liber- 
ties of  a  generous  and  confiding  people,  who  deserve  all  that  the  most  fiiith- 
ful  Representatives  can  bring  to  their  service*

Governor  Hammond,  and  read  by  Beaufort  T.  Watts,  Esq.; 

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT,        ) 
Columbia,  November  26, 1844.   \ 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Representathee  : 
In  my  last  annual  Message  to  your  predecessors,  I  congratulated  them 
on  the  apparent  dawn  of  a  new  era  in  our  prosperity,  which  I  hoped  might 
be  p^rmanent^  The  currency  had  reached,  and  I  am  happy  to  say,  has  con- 
tinued  to  maintain  a  sound  condition.  Commerce,  trade,  and  manufactures, 
were  flourishing,  as  they  yet  flourish  in  most  parts  of  the  civilized  world;  and 
it  was  natural  to  suppose  that  agriculture  must  also  revive.  But  we  have 
been  disappointed.  Against  the  pressure  of  laws  everywhere  adopted  to  en- 
courage  manufactures,  agriculture  seems  destined  to  struggle  in  vain.  And 
as  these  laws  are  chiefly  directed  against  the  manufacturmg  supremacy  of 
England,  they  fall  with  peculiar  weight  upon  that  great  agricultural  staple 
on  which  our  prosperity  depends.  The  price  of  cotton  throughout  the  world 
is,  and  must  for  our  time,  in  all  probability,  continue  to  be  regulated  by  the 
price  in  Liverpool.  Its  value  in  that  market  depends  upon  the  condition 
of  the  cotton  mmu&cturers  in  England ;  and  the  tarifi*  laws  of  other  coun- 
tries, which  check  the  foreign  demand  for  English  cotton  ^oods,  must  neces- 
sarily lower  the  price  of  the  raw  material  in  Liverpool,  while  it  rises  nowhere 
else ;  but  on  the  contrary  falls  everywhere  with  the  fall  in  that  great  mart, 
through  which  passes  two-thirds  of  the  crop  of  the  whole  world.  No  matter, 
then,  where  cotton  mano&ctures  flourish,  unless  the^  flourish  in  England  cotton 
cannot  bear  a  fair  price ;  and  every  attempt  to  build  them  up  artificially  else- 
where, is  at  the  immediate  cost  of  the  cotton  grower.  Did  they  naturally  spring 
up  under  a  system  of  universal  free  trade,  and  in  wholesome  competition  with 
England,  they  would  indicate  an  actual  increase  of  consumpticHi,  and  prove 
highly  beneficial  to  us.  But  tarifiTlaws,  though  they  may  alter  the  channels 
of  trade,  and  in  doing  so  produce,  as  they  invariably  do,  much  mischief^  have 
no  power  to  increase  consumption.  On  the  contrary,  by  increasing  the  man- 
ufacturers prices  where  they  are  in  force,  they  necessarily  diminish  it,  and 
thereby  depreciate  the  raw  material.  Such  laws  may  take  from  one  and  be- 
stow upon  another,  to  the  injury  of  the  whole,  but  they  cannot  create  wealth. 
How  long  the  present  state  of  things  will  continue,  and  in  what  it  will  termi- 
nate, cannot  be  foreseen ;  but  the  fact  appears  to  be  clearly  established,  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  world,  that  by  the  skill  of  political  jugglery, 
trade,  commerce,  and  manufactures  may  be  made  to  flourish,  and  a  sound 
currency  exist,  while  agriculture,  the  acknowledged  mother  of  them  all,  and 
particularly  that  branch  of  apiculture  which  furnishes  them  with  their  life. 
Uoodf  is  sunk  to  the  lowest  pomt  of  depression. 
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The  income  of  the  State,  from  all  sources,  durmg  the  past  year,  amounts 
to  three  hundred  and  six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars 
and  sixty-three  cents  (9306,831  63.)  The  expenditures  during  ihe  same 
period  have  reached  the  sum  of  threq  hundred  and  forty-seven  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  four  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents  ($347,704  63 ;  of  which^  how- 
ever, fifty-six  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars  and  seventy- 
three  cents  ($56,483  73)  have  heen  applied  to  the  reduction  of  the  principal 
of  the  puhlic  debt.  The  current  income  has  therefore  exceeded  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  State,  by  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  six  hundred  and  ten 
dollarsand  twenty-three  cents  ($15,610  73.)  The  balance  in  the  Treasury 
at  the  close  of  the  year  (a  portion  of  it,  however,  subject  to  undrawn  appropria- 
tions) amounted  to  seventy  thousand  five  hundred  and  six  dollars  and  fifty. 
nine  cents,  ($70^06  59,)  to  which  may  be  added  about  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars,being  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  contingent  funds  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Executive. 

The  direct  taxes  levied  and  collected  for  the  use  of  the  State,  amounted  this 
year  to  two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-two 
dollars  and  forty  cents  ($277,^62  40.)  And  during  the  same  period  there 
has  been  also  collected  from  the  people  the  additional  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
one  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  i^nd  ninety-two  cents 
($101,428  92 ;)  and  during  the  year  1843,  one  hundred  and  three  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  ninety-two  cents,  ($103,729  92,) 
or  about  an  average  of  thirty-seven  per  cent,  of  the  State  taxes  annually,  which 
has  been  assessedby  the  Commissioners  of  the  Poor,  of  Public  Buildings,  and 
of  Roads  and  Bridges,  in  the  different  Districts,  I  have  had  accurate  ac- 
counts kept  of  the  taxes  thus  levied  and  collected  for  these  years,  that  I  might 
apprize  you  of  their  great  amount,  and  call  your  attention  to  the  propriety  of 
providing  for  a  more  strict  accountability  for  their  appropriation  than  has 
oeen  hitherto  exacted.  These  Commissioners  have  been  required  to  report^ 
some  of  them  to  the  Comptroller  General,  and  some  to  the  Clerks  of  the 
Courts,  and  account  with  them  for  the  monies  received  and  expended ;  but  I 
am  not  aware  that  it  is  regularly  done.  If  it  was  required  of  the  Commis- 
sioners to  publish  such  reports,  and  circulate  them  through  their  respective 
Districts,  so  that  the  people  might  be  informed  of  the  purposes  to  which  their 
money  was  applied,  it  would  be  nothing  more  than  is  proper,  and  consistent 
with  the  spirit  of  our  institutions.  It  is  the  right  of  every  citizen  to  know  for 
what  he  is  taxed ;  to  judge  of  the  propriety  of  it ;  and  to  be  assured  that  the 
money  has  been  used  with  discretion  and  economy.  And  it  is  a  right  which 
cannot  be  too  jealously  watched  over. 

I  recommended  to  the  last  Legislature  to  take  speedy  and  effective  mea- 
sures  for  the  payment  of  the  public  debt,  then  amounting  to  three  and  a  half 
millions  of  dollars,  ($3,500,000,)  the  interest  on  which,  including  charges, 
exceeded  one  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  dollars  per  annum  ($190,000.) 
I  proposed  that  the  Bank  of  the  State  should  be  directed  to  redeem  it,  at  the 
rate  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  a  year.  An  act  was  passed  requiring 
the  Bank  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  instalments  of  the  debt  falling  due 
on  the  first  of  January,  1845  and  6,  amounting  to  five  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  ($550,000,)  and  to  deliver  to  the  Comptroller  General,  to  be  cancel- 
led,  the  evidences  of  State  debt  in  its  possession,  to  the  amount  of  four  hun- 
dred and  fifteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  ($415,270.).  Of 
the  evidences  of  State  debt  held  by  the  Bank,  one  hundred  and  sixty-three 
thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars  ($163,468)  fell  due  in  1845  and  6^ 
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80  that  the  whole  amonnt  of  deht,  the  liquidation  of  which  was  provided  for 
by  the  act  of  last  session,  was  eight  hundred  and  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred  and  two  dollars,  ($801,802,)  or  about  four  hundred  thousand  per 
annum  for  two  years.  I  am  happy  to  say,  that  the  Bank  surrendered  to  the 
Comptroller  General,  in  January  last,  and  that  he  cancelled,  four  hundred  and 
seventeen  thousand  and  eight  dollars  and  twenty-nine  cents  (9417,008  29)  of 
the  public  debt,  being  something  more  than  was  required  of  it ;  and  I  do  not 
doubt  that  it  will  provide  for  the  punctual  payment  of  the  instalments  of 
1845  and  6  as  they  become  due. 

I  will  not  repeat  to  you  the  reasons  which  induced  me  to  make  to  your 
predecessors  the  recommendations  referred  to.  They  are  stated  at  large  in 
my  last  annual  Message.  I  feci  bound,  however,  to  say,  that  nothing  has  oc- 
curred since  to  change  the  opinions  then  expressed.  As  far  as  regards  the 
Bank,  the  President  of  that  institution,  in  a  report  made  to  the  Legislature 
near  the  close  of  the  last  session,  has  painted  in  such  strong  colors  its  power, 
and  the  evils  it  might  cause,  as  justly  to  increase  the  apprehensions  previously 
felt  upon  that  subject.  Objecting  to  the  collection  and  payment  of  three  and 
a  half  millions,  with  a  capital  of  more  than  four  millions,  at  regular  intervals 
during  seven  years,  he  says  that,  **  so  large  a  creditor  going  at  once  into  the 
courts,  would  alarm  all  other  banks  and  individual  creditors,  compel  them  in 
a  measure  to  suspend  the  usual  accommodations,  draw  in  their  circulation, 
contract  their  business,  and  also  sue  in  every  case  where  they  are  distrustful 
of  their  debts.  Their  customer*,  thus  checked  and  pressed,  would  in  turn  sue 
those  indebted  to  them,  and  an  universal  state  of  alarm  would  pervade  the 
county.  The  dockets  of  the  courts  would  be  crowded  with  cases,  and  the 
Sheriffs  would  transfer  vast  amounts  of  property  at  incalculable  sacrifices  ; 
the  value  of  all  other  property  would  be  greatly  depreciated,  and  slaves  would 
be  run  off,  or  many  of  them  bought  up  by  the  people  of  other  States,  and 
would  be  transferred  to  improve  their  condition,  leaving  heavy  taxation  to  this 
State,  and  less  property  to  bear  it.  Lands  abandoned  and  houses  deserted 
by  a  ruined  and  bankrupted  people,  would  everywhere  remain  the  monuments 
of  an  erroneous  and  precipitate  legislation." 

If  such  disastrous  consequences  would  arise  from  a  liquidation  not  com- 
plete,  and  protracted  through  a  period  of  seven  years,  how  much  depends  on 
the  perfect  management  of  the  Bank,  and  to  what  calamities  would  we  be 
subjected  by  its  failure — a  fate  from  which  it  has  no  chartered  immunity,  and 
which,  involved  as  it  is  in  the  vortex  of  trade,  may  overtake  it  suddenly,  when 
the  people  least  expect  and  are  worst  prepared  for  a  catastrophe  so  terrible. 
Is  it  wise  for  us  to  slumber  on  such  a  volcano  ?  Does  not  a  just  regard  for 
the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  community  require  that  efficient  measures  should 
be  taken  to  remove  from  it,  at  the  earliest  possible  period,  an  engine  so  de- 
structive,  which  fraud,  accident,  or  oversight,  might  at  any  moment  put  in  fatal 
operation  ?  It  is  at  least  worthy  your  consideration,  whether  we  are  to  incur 
the  risk  of  it  forever ;  and  if  not,  as  its  charter  has  but  twelve  years  to  run, 
there  is  little  time  to  be  lost,  since  it  cannot  be  closed  up  in  seven  without 
desolating  the  State. 

The  Bank  of  South  Carolina,  and  the  State  Bank,  have  accepted  the  pro- 
visions  of  the  act  of  1840,  and  the  suits  against  them  have  been  withdrawn. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  militia  of  the  State  are 
completely  organized,  and  are,  for  militia,  in  excellent  training.  There  are 
few  officers  or  any  grade  who  are  not  familiar  with,  and  competent  to  instruct 
tiie  men  in  the  different  schools  of  infantry  tactics,  and  in  camp  duties.    The 
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artillery  on  the  coast  is  in  fine  condition,  and  the  cavalry  throughout  the 
State  numerous,  well  mounted,  and  well  drilled  in  the  sword  exercise,  and  the 
manoeuvres  appropriate  to  that  arm  of  service.  The  whole  number  of  the 
militia  amounts  to  near  fifty-five  thousand,  officers  and  men. 

There  are  now  in  the  State  arsenals,  in  order  for  service,  ten  thousand  five 
hundred  muskets,  rifles,  and  carbines ;  one  hundred  and  two  pieces  of  artil- 
lery; thirty  thousand  pounds  of  powder;  and  twenty-five  thousand  pounds  of 
lead,  besides  a  large  quantity  of  balls  and  cartridges.  The  other  military  stores 
and  equipments  are  in  proportion.  The  number  of  public  arms  in  the  hands  of 
the  militia  cannot  easily  be  ascertained,  but  it  is  not  short  of  five  thousand  mus- 
kets and  rifles,  and  twenty-five  cannon,  mostly  brass.  The  State  may  therefore 
be  regarded  as  prepared  to  arm,  at  any  moment,  nearly  or  quite  one-half  of  her 
whole  militia  force,  and  to  furnish  them  with  ammunition  for  perhaps  a  cam- 
paign, without  incurring  any  new  expense;  while  the  men  she  can  bring  into  the 
field  are  probably  better  qualified  to  render  efficient  service  than  any  citizen-sol- 
diery  in  the  world.  And  it  will  cost  nothing  but  your  firm  adherence  to  the  pres- 
ent military  system  to  maintain  her  in  this  position  for  the  future. 

In  fact,  the  military  expenses  of  the  State  might,  I  think,  be  materially 
reduced,  and  the  benefits  of  one  valuable  branch  of  the  present  system 
greatly  extended,  by  a  change  which  can  be  readily  effected.  There  are  no 
good  reasons  why  there  should  be  two  Arsenals  in  the  State,  or  that  they 
should  be  placed  at  the  two  most  expensive  points  in  it — Charleston  and  Co- 
lumbia. A  few  hundred  stands  of  arms,  given  in  charge  to  the  City  Councils 
of  these  places,  would  be  all  that  could  be  required,  if,  indeed,  they  would  be 
necessary  for  their  protection  in  an  emergency ;  while  in  such  an  event  the 
arsenals  containing  all  our  military  stores,  unprovided  as  they  are  with  a 
guard  capable  of  affording  the  slightest  protection  to  them,  must  necessarily 
fall  into  the  hands  of  any  active  foe.  Prudence,  therefore,  dictates  that  the 
arsenals  should  be  removed  from  locations  where  they  may  be  subjected  to 
surprises,  and  established  at  some  spot  in  the  interior,  less  accessible,  and  at 
the  same  time  cheaper  and  more  healthy.  Such  a  spot  might  be  found  on  one 
or  the  other  branch  of  the  rail-road,  which  now  affords  such  facilities  for  trans, 
portation  that  a  position  anywhere  upon  it  would  be  as  convenient  for  military 
purposes  as  at  Charleston  or  Columbia.  The  sale  of  the  arsenal  and  maga- 
zine  buildings  and  grounds,  at  these  places,  would,  I  have  little  doubt,  fur- 
nish ample  funds  for  erecting  a  brick  arsenal  and  extensive  wooden  barracks 
in  the  country,  without  requiring  a  dollar  from  the  Treasury.  The  consoli- 
dation of  the  two  schools  would  enable  you  to  dispense  with  one  set  of  Profes- 
sors and  other  officers,  which,  with  the  cheapness  of  living,  andjhe  number  of 
pay  students  that  might  be  expected  if  the  situation  was  known  to  be  perfectly 
healthy,  would  in  all  probability  reduce  the  expenditure  to  one-half  the  sum 
now  appropriated  to  their  support.  That  amounts,  at  present,  to  about  twen- 
ty-eight  thousand  dollars.  In  suggesting  this  plan,  I  by  no  means  desire  to 
be  understood  as  recommending  any  change  as  regards  the  school  system.  It 
is  a  great  improvement  on  that  of  a  hired  guard,  and  the  cadets  are  as  effi- 
cient protectors  of  the  arsenals  as  the  guards  were ;  neither  being  anything 
more  than  nominally  so.  The  cadets,  united  in  one  body,  and  increased  by 
an  unlimited  number  o(  pay  students,  would  afford  ample  protection ;  while 
80  fine  a  school,  at  a  healthy  location  in  the  country,  would  induce  8  large 
proportion  of  the  rising  generation  to  prepare  themselves  for  future  service, 
both  military  and  civil,  by  embracing  its  advantages.  The  policy  here- 
tofore pursued,  of  repairing  damaged  arms,  is  questionable.    They  are» 
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for  the  most  part,  not  worlk  the  expense.  The  appropriation  of  two  thou- 
sand  dollars  per  annuBi,  for  repairing  arms  and  arsenal  purposes,  may,  I 
think,  in  any  event,  be  hencefi)ith  judiciously  curtailed  one-half. 

I  transmit  you  a  report  made  to  me  by  our  ?ery  efRcient  Adjutant  General, 
whose  recommendations  are  entitled  to  your  serious  attention  ;  and  also  inte* 
resting  Reports  from  the  military  schools. 

Permit  me  to  renew  to  you  a  recommendation  which  I  made  to  your  pre* 
decessors,  to  establish  a  central  academy  at  some  suitable  point  in  every  Dis- 
trict  in  the  State,  with  an  endowment  of  a  thoiasand  dollars  a  year  to  each. 
If  you  are  unwilling  to  abandon  the  free-school  system,  and  appropriate  the 
funds  to  this  object,  I  see  no  reason  why  twenty-eight  thousand  dollars  addi- 
tional might  not  be  annually  devoted  to  this  important  purpose.  Our  expend- 
iture would  then  be  fiir  short  of  that  made  by  many  of  the  States  in  this 
Union,  and  in  none  of  them  is  a  more  liberal  one  required  than  in  ours.  Wo 
have  but  a  few  well-conducted  academies,  and  these,  as  soon  as  they  acquire 
any  reputation,  are  inconveniently  crowded ;  and  depending  as  they  do  for 
their  success  upon  the  accidental  circumstance  of  having  a  competent  Prin- 
cipal, properly  appreciated,  they  seldom  dispense  their  advantages  to  the 
same  degree,  for  a  length  of  time.  Our  common  schools  are,  for  the  most 
part,  a  disgrace  to  an  enlightened  people.  A  system  of  permanent  acade- 
mies, liberally  endowed,  one  of  which  would  be  within  the  reach  of  every  ci- 
tizen, conducted  by  such  men  as  your  appropriation,  and  the  tuition  funds 
would  attract,  and  teaching  uniformly  a  course  prescribed  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  College,  would  produce  a  revolution  in  the  education  of  the  State  in  a  few 
years.  The  annual  expenditure  would  not  equal  that  now  incurred  for  mill- 
tary  purposes.  While  I  am  far  from  censuring  that  expenditure,  and  trust 
that  the  apathy  of  a  long  peace  may  not  be  allowed  to  delude  us  into  false  se- 
curity, still  it  is  certain  that,  under  God,  the  world  is  now  mainly  governed  by 
the  force  of  intellect;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  a  wise  Government  to  bestow  its 
highest  care  upon  the  mental  culture  of  its  people.  We  have  expended  mil- 
lions for  internal  improvements,  which  have  never  yielded  a  dollar  of  clear 
revenue  to  the  Treasury,  nor  perhaps  brought  a  valuable  emigrant  or  pre- 
served an  useful  citizen  to  us.  The  interest  of  a  single  half  million  appro- 
priated to  the  estsblishment  and  support  of  central  academies,  will  give  an  ' 
impulse  to  education  which  in  a  short  time  would  be  felt  in  every  artery  of 
our  political,  mercantile,  and  agricultural  systems.  You  have  liberally  and 
wisely  provided  for  the  education  of  the  more  wealthy  by  establishing  a  Col- 
lege,  which  has  done,  and  continues  to  do,  more  for  the  State  than  every 
other  corporation  put  t<^ether,  within  her  limits ;  and  you  bestow  annually 
a  large  sum  for  the  mental  improvement  of  the  poor,  which  I  wish  I  could 
say  produced  corresponding  benefits.  But  for  that  large  and  substantial  body, 
constituting  here,  as  it  does  in  all  countries,  the  broad  and  solid  foundation  on 
which  rests  the  frame- work  of  the  political  system — ^that  middle  class,  who 
rosy  not  take  advantage  of  your  free  schools,  and  cannot  conveniently  take 
advantage  of  your  College — ^you  have  done  nothing.  These  central  acad- 
emies  would  meet  their  wislies,  or  at  least  their  wants.  The  necessity 
of  turning  your  most  seripus  attention  to  education  is  pressing ;  and  it  is 
iiK^culably  important*  We  are  engaged  in  the  experiment  of  Govern, 
roents,  simple  and  federative,  upon  principles  as  new  as  they  are  grand;  and 
propose  to  solve  the  great  political  and  moral  problem  oi  how  far  Freedom 
and  Security  are  compatible.  Sixty  years — ^which  constitute  but  a  brief  por- 
tion of  a  nation's  cycle — ^have  not  convinced  the  world,  nor  wholly  satbfied 
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ourselves.  The  momentous  question  yet  remains,  Will  our  institutions  en- 
dure  ?  They  have  passed  to  three  generations — ^they  naay  fail  in  the  fourth 
or  fifth,  or  tenth.  They  certainly  will  fail,  and  with  them  the  best  hopes  of 
mankind,  unless  the  most  anxious  and  unremitted  care  is  bestowed  on  the 
education  of  those,  on  whom  it  will  devolve  to  sustain  them.  Ignorance  and 
free  institutions  cannot  co-exist.  An  ignorant  people  can  never  long  have 
any  other  than  a  despotic  government-  They  are  not  fit  to  be  free ;  and 
though  they  may  possibly  achieve,  they  cannot  maintain  their  liberty.  It 
is  an  old  and  trite  saying,  that  the  price  of  freedom  is  eternal  vigilance. 
It  is,  nevertheless,  profoundly  true.  It  is  usually  interpreted  to  mean  that  the 
people  must  watch  over  their  rulers.  This  is  important.  But  in  this  coun- 
try, where  the  people  are  truly  and  practically  the  source  of  all  power,  the 
application  must  go  farther.  They  must  watch  themselves.  They  must 
guard  against  their  own  prejudices  and  passions  ;  against  local  and  narrow 
views ;  against  party  spirit ;  against  their  proverbial  love  of  change ;  in 
short,  they  must  guard  against  their  own  ignorance,  which  is  the  fruitful  pa- 
rent  of  all  these  dangers,  and  which  will  otherwise  speedily  degrade  them, 
from  the  rank  of  a  people,  to  that  of  a  populace. 

In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  last  session,  I  have  had  the  repairs 
made  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  ofiice,  which  were  indispensably  necessary 
for  the  preservation  of  the  records.  There  are  still  many  improvements  which 
might  be  made  in  that  office,  and  also  in  the  Surveyor  Gieneral's,  that  would 
be  both  useful  and  convenient.  The  expense  of  them  was  greater  than  I  felt 
authorized  to  incur,  without  consulting  the  Legislature.  I  think  it  highly 
expedient  that  a  Commission  should  be  appointed  to  examine  the  condition 
of  these  offices,  and  report  to  you  in  detail  upon  them.  I  have  heretofore 
recommended  that  all  the  State  offices  should  be  consolidated  at  the  Seat  of 
Grovernment ;  that  the  Executive  Department  should  be  properly  organized  ; 
that  s\,  stated  salary  should  be  given  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  lieu  of  per- 
quisites, which  are  now  his  only  compensation,  atvd  that  the  Land  Office 
should  be  closed.  The  experience  of  another  year  has  confirmed  my  opinion 
of  the  propriety  and  importance  of  these  measures,  and  I  suggest  them  again 
for  your  consideration. 

The  power  of  appointing  Notaries  Public  has  been  immemorially  exercised 
by  the  Executive.  I  can  find  no  law  conferring  that  power ;  nor  can  I,  in- 
deed, find  any  statute  creating  such  an  office.  It  is  recognized  in  'some  acts, 
and  its  authority  is  sometimes  specially  limited ;  but  none  of  them  prescribe 
its  powers  and  duties,  or  fix  its  term  of  duration;  The  office  originated  in 
the  Civil 'Law,  was  handed  down  with  it  to  all,  modem  nations,  and  prob. 
ably  has  no  other  authority  here  than  that  derived  from  usage.  As  it  is  held 
by  hundreds  in  the  State,  and  is  more  and  more  sought  after,  I  think  you 
would  do  well  to  legalize  its  existence,  and  regulate  its  appointment,  powers, 
and  tenure. 

Much  inconvenience,  and  sometimes  serious  evils,  arise  from  the  ignorance 
of  the  common  Magistrates,  and  their  irregular  distribution  in  the  Districts  for 
which  they  are  commissioned.  They  are  also  undoubtedly  too  numerous. 
If  one  Magistrate,  and  only  one,  was  appointed  in  each  beat  compa.ny  in  the 
State,  the  number,  I  apprehend,  would  be  sufficient,  the  location  nabre  conve- 
nient, and  the  chances  of  procuring  the  most  intelligent  citizens  to  fill  a  sta- 
tion so  responsible  greatly  increased.  As,  however,  but  few  of  the  Magis- 
trates can  be  expected  to  be  lawyers,  or  to  have  a  law  library  at  their  com- 
mand, I  believe  it  to  be  indispensable  to  the  regular  administration  of  the  law 
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within  their  jurisdictioot  that  a  Manual  sboald  be  compiled  and  published,  by 
the  authority  of  the  State,  explaining  in  a  clear  manner  the  powers  and  duties 
of  Magistrates^  and  prescribing  the  proper  forms  of  proceedings  in  their 
courts  ;  to  which  misht  be  added  a  codification  of  the  common  and  statute 
laws,  and  reported  decisions,  with  which  ii  is  necessary  that  they  should  be 
&roiliar«  The  expense  of  such  a  work  would  bear  but  a  small  proportion  to  its 
value  to  the  people  at  large,  as  well  as  to  the  Magistrates.  The  law  strikes 
many  of  its  severest  blows  through  the  agency  of  the  common  Magistracy ; 
and  it  is  but  fair  that  the  humbl^  as  well  as  the  highest  citizen  should  be 
dealt  with  by  the  same  rule,  well  defined  and  thorou^y  understood  by  those 
who  are  its  ministera. 

The  act  of  1889,  prescribing  the  manner  of  electing  District  officers,  re. 
quires  some  amendment  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  Uerk  of  the  Court,  tlie 
mode  of  filling  the  vacancy  is  not  distinctly  stated.  To  prevent  great  and 
pressing  inconvenience  and  loss,  I  have  been  compelled  to  make  an  appoint* 
ment  under  the  act  of  1815,  which  it  was  probably  the  intention  of  tne  Le« 
gislature  of  1889  to  supersede.  Its  requisitions  as  regards  the  commission* 
ing  of  Sheriff,  are  extremely  inconvenient  and  uncertain,  if  not  incom* 
patible. 

A  title  to  the  Mount  Dearborn  lands  has  been  at  lei^  acquired  for  the 
State,  and  it  is  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  of  the  Re* 
gister  of  Mesne  Conveyance  in  Lancaster  District. 

Duplicates  of  the  weights  and  measores  established  by  the  Federal  Oovem* 
ment  have  been  reoeked,  and  deposited  with  the  Collector  of  the  Port  of 
Charleston  for  safe*keeping,  until  yorn  can  make  some  disposition  of  them. 

I  transmit  to  you  the  supplementary  report  (^Mr.  Ritffin,  our  late  able  and 
indefatigable  State  Agricultural  and  Geological  Surveyor.  In  consequence 
of  his  resignation  (^  that  appointment  at  the  dose  of  the  year,  I  ofiered  it  to 
M.  TiroMBV,  Esq.  of  Vii^ima,  an  acoomplisbed  Oeolo^  and  Botanist,  who 
accepted  it.  His  very  valuable  and  interesting  report  is  herewith  submitted. 
It  has  been  found  impossible  to  traverse  every  portion  of  the  State  within  the 
year.  Many  important  localities  renmin  unexplored,  and  many  require  to  be 
visited  again  to  render  perfect  even  a  general  view  of  the  ueology  of  the 
State.  I  would  not  recommend  a  minute  and  detailed  geological  survey  at 
the  public  expense.  I  do  not  think  it  called  for  at  this  tune,  or  likely,  in  the 
present  state  of  that  science,  to  supersede  the  necessity  of  other  surveys  at  no 
very  remote  period ;  but  it  is  due  to  science,  and  the  character  of  the  State, 
that,  smce  the  survey  has  been  institated,  it  should  be  completed  on  the  scale 
on  which  it  is  commenced.  That  can  probably  be  done  in  one  year  more, 
and  I  recomm^d  its  continuation  for  tluit  length  of  time. 

I  know  of  no  measure  better  ealcubted  to  improve  our  agriculture  than  one 
which  has  been  heretofore  suggested  to  the  Legjislature---the  exemption  of 
land  from  executions  for  debt,  other  than  that  contracted  for  its  purchase.  If 
a  law  was  passed  to  that  efieet,  to  gointo  qperaUon  at  a  griven  time  hereafVer, 
I  can  perceive  bat  little  injury  or  incoiavenienoe  that  would  be  likely  to  result 
from  it,  while  the  advantages  to  be  derived  are  numerous  and  important.  It 
would  enhance  the  value  of  land,  tndtice  investments  in  it,  and  insure  substan* 
tial  and  extensive  improrements  of  every  kind.  It  would  probably  check 
emigration,  diminish  speculation,  and  in  many  ways  conduce  to  the  stability 
and  permanence  of  aU  our  institutioqs.  The  subject  is  at  least  worthy  of  your 
attention. 
I  cannot  omft  to  invite  yoa  loan  eaniest  consideration  of  federal  affitirs,  and 
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the  peculiar  relations  of  this  State  to  the  Federtil  Government,  which  have  be- 
come highly  interesting  and  important.  The  proceedings  of  the  lost  session 
of  Congress  form  an  epoch  in  our  history.  With  the  events  which  preceded, 
and  the  circumstances  under  which  the  Act  of  Congress,  called  the  Compro* 
mise  Act,  was  passed,  you  are  familiar.  That  Act  was  in  fact  a  treaty,  made 
between  belligerent  parties — with  arms  in  their  hands— solemnly  ratified  by  the 
Federal  Grovernment  on  the  one  part,  and  a  Convention  of  tlie  State  of  South- 
Carolina  on  the  other,  and  deposited  among  the  archives  of  our  country.  No 
treaty  was  ever  made  more  important  in  its  character,  or  more  sacredly 
binding  in  its  obligations.  By  that  treaty  South-Carolina  bound  herself  to 
submit  for  nine  years  longer  to  an  unconstitutional  and  most  oppressive  Ta- 
riff, in  consideration  that  its  exactions  should  be  gradually  reduced  during 
that  period,  and  that  after  the  expiration  of  it  no  higher  Tariff  should  again 
be  levied  than  was  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  an  economical  admin* 
istration  of  the  Government ;  and  that  the  rate  of  duties  should  in  no  event, 
but  the  emergency  of  Mrar,  exceed  twenty  per  cent,  ad  valorem.  Our  State 
faithfully  adhered  to  the  compact,  and  patiently  bore  the  heavy  burden  which 
had  been  imposed  upon  her.  In  1842  the  period  arrived  for  the  Federal  Go- 
vernment to  fulfil  its  stipulations,  and  reduce  the  Tariff  to  twenty  per  cent, 
ad  valorem,  or  lower,  if  so  much  was  not  requisite  for  the  support  of  an  econ- 
omical administration.  But  instead  of  reducing  them,  the  rate  of  duties  was 
increased — actually  increased  to  a  point  higher  than  the  Tariff  which  South- 
Carolina  had  declared  null  and  void  within  her  limits  in  1882;  which  de- 
claration led  to  the  Compromise  Act.  History  furnishes  no  instance  of 
a  grosser,  or  more  insulting  breach  of  faith,  while  perhaps  no  law  has  ever 
been  enacted  by  the  regular  government  of  a  civilized  country,  so  subversive 
of  the  rights  and  destructive  to  the  interests  of  any  respectable  portion  of  its 
people,  as  the  Tariff  Act  of  1842,  considered  in  all  its  bearings,  is  to  the  rights 
and  interests  of  the  Planting  States  of  tliis  Confederacy.  It  might  naturally 
have  been  supposed,  and  probal^y  it  was  expected,  that  this  State,  in  conform- 
ity with  the  principles  she  had  so  long  professed,  and  on  which  she  had  here- 
tofore acted,  would  immediately  nullify  this  Act ;  but  she  did  not.  Closely 
united  at  the  time  with  the  great  Democratic  party  of  the  Union  on  the  gen- 
eral principles  of  government,  and  on  certain  questions  of  federal  policy  of  the 
utmost  moment — seemg  that  this  party  had  carried  the  elections  to  the  House 
of  Representatives  by  a  large  majority— ^nd  justly  regarding  it  as  pledged  to 
free  trade,  and  bound  to  repeal  this  exorbitant  Tariff,  she  paused,  and  deter- 
mined to  await  the  action  of  another  Congress;  thus  furnishing  a  fresh  ex- 
ample ot  her  patriotic  forbearance,  and  sincere  devotion  to  the  |)eace  and  in- 
tegrity of  the  Union.  The  new  Congress  met,  and  has  terminated  its  first 
session.  Proposition!  were  made  in  both  branches  to  modify  the  Tari^  and 
signally  defeated.  In  ^kie  House,  where  the  Democratic  majority  was  large, 
the  proposition  was  dis^>osed  of  almost  without  debate,  and  a  majority  of  the 
Democrats  from  the  States  north  of  the  Potomac  actually  voted  against  it^ 
while  in  the  Senate,  some  of  the  leaders  of  that  party  from  the  same  section 
did  so  likewise.  There  seems,  therefore,  to  be  no  reasonable*  or  even  plau- 
sible ground,  on  which  to  rest  a  hope  that  this  law,  so  unconstitutional,  and  so 
ruinous  to  us,  will  ever  be  repealea,  or  reduced  to  the  standard  of  the  Com- 
promise. The  friends  of  the  Tariff  do  not  appear  to  entertain  the  slightest 
idea  of  such  a  thine.  They  have  distinctly  proclaimed  it  to  be  the  settled 
policy  of  the  Federal  Government ;  and,  in  fact,  they  scarcelv  conceal  that 
they  regard  our  fbr&er  remonstrances  on  the  subject  as  ifttnisive  and  imper* 
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tinent.  Nor  could  we,  aAer  the  utter  contempt  which  they  have  manifested 
for  their  plighted  faith,  repose  with  safety  upon  any  concessions  which  they 
mighty  by  circumstances,  be  forced  again  to  make. 

With  what  confidence  we  may  rely,  on  the  other  hand,  upon  the  northern 
section  of  the  DenH)cratic  party  to  carry  out  the  free  trade  principles  which 
they  profe98>  we  are  well  admonished  by  the  history,  not  only  of  the  last  ses. 
sion  of  Congress,  but  of  the  protective  policy  itself.  The  act  of  1828,  the 
most  stringent  of  the  Tariff  acts,  save  that  oi  1842,  was  carried  by  the  votes 
of  the  Democratic  leaders  of  the  State  of  New-York,  given  under  very  pecu- 
liar circumstances ;  and  this  last  act,  by  the  votes  of  Democratic  leaders  from 
the  same  State,  and  from  Pennsylvania.  And  it  may  be  re&;arded  as  certain, 
that  the  friends  of  the  protective  system  will  be  able,  at  all  times,  to  com- 
mand as  many  votes  among  the  northern  Democrats  as  may  be  necessary 
for  their  purposes. 

Nor  can  we,  I  fear,  anticipate  any  demonstration  of  such  a  fixed,  deter* 
mined,  and  combined  resistance  to  that  policy  on  the  part  of  the  South,  as  will 
force  the  North  to  abandon  it  entirely.  For  this  apprehension  there  are  many 
reasons,  but  one  is  paramount*  Unfortunately,  the  Electors  of  President  and 
Vice-President  are  chosen  by  the  people,  in  all  the  Southern  States  e^dbept 
our  own.  They  are,  in  consequence,  at  all  times  almost  equally  divided  about 
men;  and  interested  politicians  spare  no  pains  to  impress  it  on  the  voters, 
that  the  salvation  of  the  country  depends  upon  the  elevation  of  this  or  that 
individual  to  the  Presidential  chair.  In  this  exciting  contest,  measures  and  prin« 
ciples  beconse  matters  of  minor  consequence ;  and  though  it  is  well  known  that 
no  President,  whatever  may  have  been  his  political  creed,  has  vet  had  firmness 
to  veto  a  Tariff  bill,  however  monstrous,  and  that  no  anointed  candidate  even, 
has  ever  been  able  fully  and  consistently  to  declare  himself  against  the  pro* 
tective  policy,  they  still  persist  in  the  pernicious  delusion  that  everything  will 
be  secured  by  the  triumph  of  their  favorite.  While  every  other  question,  how- 
ever vital  to  liberty  and  the  Constitution,  continues  to  be  made  subordinate 
to  this,  and  to  be  estimated  solely  by  its  influence  oti  the  Presidential  elec- 
tion ;  and  while  that  election  continues  to  be  njade  directly  by  the  masses,  it 
is  almost  vain  to  expect  that  the  people  of  any  State  can  be  united  among 
themselves,  or  the  States  of  any  section  combine,  unless  under  extraor- 
dinary impulses,  to  resist  effectuafly  the  usurpations  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  devolves  on  South-Carolina  to  decide  what 
course  she  will  pursue  in  reference  to  the  Tariff.  The  period  has  arrived 
when  she  can  no  longer  postpone  her  final  decision.  It  is  due  from  her.  It 
is  expected  of  her.  And  if  she  fails  to  announce  it,  her  silence  will  never- 
theless be  conclusive.  Whatever  may  be  the  technical  validity,  or  legal 
force,  of  the  opinions  on  this  important  question  which  your  predecessors  have 
nlaced  upon  your  records,  it  appears  clear  to  me  that  our  State  is  bound  by 
iier  past  history,  and  the  princ^)les  she  professes ;  and  owes  it  to  the  country 
and  herself,  to  adopt  such  measures  as  will  at  an  eariy  period  bring  all  her 
moral,  constitutional,  and,  if  necessary,  physical  resource?,  in  direct  an  ay 
against  a  policy,  which  has  never  been  checked  but  by  her  interposition,  and 
which  impoverishes  our  coimtry,  revolutionizes  our  Government,  and  over- 
throws our  liberties.  The  expediency,  the  manner,  and  the  precise  time  of 
doing  this,  are  for  your  grave  deliberation. 

The  last  session  of  Congress  was  also  signalized  by  the  rejection  of  a  treaty 
&r  the  annexation  of  Texas  to  &e  United  States.  T^  cause  assigned  for  thia

rejection  was^that  Mexico  not  having  yet  acknowledged  the  independence  of 
Texas,  it  would  be  a  violation  of  our  treaty  of  amity  and  peace  with  that  pow. 
er  to  receive  Texas  into  the  Union.  It  is  at  least  a  question,  whether  the  Uni- 
ted  States  has  not  a  claim  to  Texas  paramount  to  any  to  which  Mexico  can 
pretend.  It  may  also  be  questioned,  whether  the  terms  on  which  Texas 
united  with  the  "Mexican  Republic,  and  formed  a  Department  of  it,  did  not 
entitle  her  of  right  to  withdraw  whenever  she  saw  proper.  Be  that  as  it  may, 
she  has  in  fact  dissolved  the  connexion,  and  has  been  recognized  as  an  Inde- 
pendent Power,  by  the  United  States,  England,  Fmnce,  Belgium,  and  Hoi- 
land.  A  jury  of  nations  has  pronounced  a  divorce,  and  Mexico  has  abstained 
for  eight  yeara  from  attempting  to  revive  the  union  by  the  ordinary  means  of 
force  of  arms.  Her  claims  cannot  now  be  regarded  as  anything  short  of 
frivolous.  That  the  political  sensibility  of  the  United  States  should  now  hang 
a  point  of  honor  on  these  claims,  and  thereby  throw  away  an  empire,  must 
appear  to  all  the  world  extremely  romantic,  if  not  ridiculous.  While  Russia 
is  by  incessant  war  extending  her  overgrown  dominion  into  the  rugged  steppes 
of  Tartary;  while  France  sheds  torrents  ot  blood,  and  spends  millions  of  trea. 
sure,  to  conquer  a  foothold  on  a  sterile  coast  of  Africa,  and,  stretching  across 
two  oceans,  opens  her  batteries  on  the  female  sovereign  of  a  petty  island  at 
the  antipodes,  to  establish  her  supremacy  there ;  and  while  England  with  ra- 
pacious hand  despoils  Eastern  princes  of  province  after  province,  and  even 
condescends  to  accept  a  kingdom  on  the  Musquito  shore,  as  a  legacy  from  a 
barbarian  chief;  that  the  United  States  should,  from  mere  delicacy,  refuse  a 
jproffered  territory  of  three  hundred  thousand  square  miles,  embracing  the 
most  fertile  soil  on  the  globe,  and  peopled  by  her  own  children,  cannot  be 
otherwise  regarded  than  as  absolutely  Quixotic.  Europe,  while  rejoicing  at 
such  an  unexpected  event,  is  so  utterly  incapable  of  appreciaiing  these  subli- 
mated notions  of  national  faith,  as  not  to  hesitate  to  ascribe  it  solely  to  the 
influence  of  party  spirit,  and  note  it  as  a  fresh  evidence  of  the  instability  of  our 
institutions.  That  party  spirit  may  have  had  some  influence  in  the  rejection  of 
this  treaty,  is  probable.  But  the  main,  and  most  powerful  reason,  undoubtedly 
was  the  deadly  animosity  of  a  portion  of  this  Union  to  our  domestic  slavery 
and  the  fear  of  extending  and  perpetuating  it.  This  reason  has  been  openly 
avowed  by  nearly  the  whole  press  of  the  non-slaveholding  States  ;  by  their 
public  lecturers,  by  their  most  distinguished  Orators,  and  by  the  Legislatures  of 
several  States — particularly  that  of  Massachusetts — whose  resolutions  I  trans* 
mit  you,  in  which  is  strongly  intimated  the  expediency  of  dissolving  the  Union 
of  these  States,  on  this  very  ground,  if  Texas  is  annexed. 

Scarcely  any  circumstance  could  have  furnished  so  striking  a  proof  of  the 
deep-seated  hostility  of  every  portion,  and  almost  every  individual,  of  the 
North,  to  our  system  of  Slavery,  and  their  fixed  determination  to  eradicate  it, 
if  possible,  as  the  rejection  of  this  treaty,  and  the  arguments  t^  which  they 
justify  it.  In  every  point  of  view,  save  one,  the  acquisition  of  Texas  was  of 
more  consequence  to  the  North  than  to  the  South.  To  them  it  gave  an  in* 
crease  of  commerce;  a  fresh  market  for  their  manufactures;  another  vent 
for  population ;  new  subjects  on  whom  to  levy  tribute.  To  us,  security,  only; 
and  security  at  an  immense  sacrifice  in  the  value  of  our  Ismdsand  of  our  sta. 
pies.  But  the  pride  of  increased  dominion,  the  thirst  of  we^di;  ambition,  wd 
avarice — ^long  supposed  to  be  the  two  strongest  passions  of  our  nature— have 
sunk  before  their  fanatical  zeal  to  uproot  an  institutitni  with  which  is  linked 
forever,  and  inseparably,  the  welfare,  and  aUnost  the  ezistencei  of  five  mil« 
lions  of  their  fellow-citizens. 
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Nor  IB  the  refusal  to  ratify  this  treaty^  so  vitally  importaiit  to  the  South, 
the  only  extraordiaaiy  proof  which  the  past  year  hat  fiiroiahedf  of  the  eiube- 
raot  and  raacoroua  hostility  of  the  North  to  our  domestic  slaver/.  At  a 
meetiog  in  May  last,  of  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  denomina. 
tion,  whose  ecclesiastical  constitution  and  government  bear^  in  some  respects, 
a  striking  resemblance  lo  the  political  Constitution  and  Government  of  this 
Confederacy,  a  ptd^us  Bishop  of  the  South  was  virtually  dep<Med  from  his  sa- 
cred office^  because  he  was  a  slaveholder.  It  was  opesly  and  distinctly  sta* 
tedt  that  the  Methodist  congregations  in  the  non-slaveholdiag  States,  embrm* 
cing  a  much  larger  proportion  of  the  masses  than  any  others,  would  no  longer 
t<^erate  a  slave-holder  m  their  pulpits ;  a  fact  which  has  been  since  exempli- 
fied. With  becoming  spirit,  the  patriotic  Methodists  of  the  South  dissolved 
all  connexion  with  their  brethren  of  the  North.  And  for  this  they  are  enti- 
tled to  lasting  honor  and  gratitude  from  us.  Other  instances  might  be  cited, 
not  80  striking*  but  equally  deciaive  of  the  fact,  that  the  abolition  phrenzy  is 
no  longer  confined  to  a  few  restless  and  daring  spirits,  but  has  seiaed  the 
whole  body  of  the  people  in  the  non^lavebofaUnc  States,  aod  is  rapidly  super- 
seding ail  other  excitements,  and  trampling  on  eul  other  interests.  It  has  even 
beec  thought  that  the  organized  Abolition  vote  miffht  decide  the  pending  Pre- 
sidential election ;  and  both  parties  at  the  North  have  been  obargea  with 
endeavoring  to  conciliate  it  for  their  candidate.  While  England,  encour- 
aged by  these  movem^its,  and  exasperated  by  our  Tariff  laws,  is  making 
avowed  war  on  us,  that  she  may  strike  a  blow  at  those  who  are  more  our 
enemies  than  her's. 

Though  all  these  efforts  may  &il  to  coerce  Congi^ess  to  pass  an  Act  of 
Emancipation,  nod  can  hardly  succeed  in  organizing  an  extemave  insurrec- 
tion among  our  slaves,  it  cannot  be  dis^ised  that  they  are  doing  mischief 
liere,  and  may  soon  eftct  irreparable  ir\)ury.  They  must  be  arreiiiad.  It  is 
indispensably  necessary  that  they  should  be  arrested  in  the  shortest  possible 
period  of  time.  The  question  is.  How  is  this  to  be  done  7  Argamdai  and  re- 
noonstrance  are  clearly  iiraekns*  All  appeals  to  sympathy,  to  interest,  and  to 
the  guarasteea  of  the  Bond  of  Union»  hwe  failed,  as  yet,  and  will,  I  have  no 
doubt,  contiooe  to  feiL  Seaiag,  as  we  of  the  South  do,  the  naked  impossibility 
of  emancipatkm,  without  the  extermination  of  one  race  or  the  other,  through 
crimes  and  horrors  too  shocking  to  be  mentioned— leaving  a  devasted  land 
covered  with  ashes,  tears,  and  blood^^t  cannot  doubt  that  you  will  be  justified  by 
God  and  future  generations,  in  adopting  any  measures,  however  startling  they 
may  appear,  that  will  place  your  rights  and  property  exclusively  under  yonr  own 
control,  and  enable  you  to  repel  all  interference  with  them,  whate^r  shape  it 
may  assume.  And  as  you  incur  a  danger  of  no  ordinary  chan»ter-*oae  so 
subtle  and  insidious  in  its  approaches  that  there  is  no  ascertaining  how  soon  it 
may  be  too  late  to  resist  it— I  believe  ydu  will  be  equally  justified  in  taking 
these  measures  as  early  and  decisively  as  in  your  judgment  you  may  deem 
proper. 

The  State  of  South-Carotina  has  been  chiurgedi  aiid^  sometimes  from  high 
quarters,  with  entertaining  a  desire  to  dissotve  the  Union  of  these  States;  and 
the  expression  of  a  sehtiment  looking  that  way,  by  any  of  her  citizens,  is 
widely  denounced  aa  'treaBcnablei  if  not  bjasphffsneus.  There  is  no  State 
which  h(;s  given,  in  its  times  of  trial,  a  more  ardent  or  effective  support  to  the 
Union  than  our  own.  There  is  no  State  which  has  leas  to  gain  by  anarchy 
and  revolution,  or  ^lat  is  leas  disposed  tc  plunge  imo  tbem  wantonly.    Nei* 
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ther  her  fundamental  institutions,  nor  her  legislation,  betray  a  love  of  change. 
Her  people  are  steady  in  their  principles,  and  byal  to  their  customs,  laws,  and 
constitutions.  But  their  devotion  is  not  blind.  They  are  not  to  be  defraud, 
ed  of  their  rights  under  prostituted  forms,  however  sacred  in  their  origin,  nor 
deterred,  either  by  obloquy  or  danger,  from  maintaining  them.  They  are  by 
no  means  insensible  of  the  advantages  of  the  UtioD.  They  are  not  wanting 
in  ihose  sentiments  which  teach  them  to  venerate  the  institutions  founded,  in 
part,  by  their  own  wise  and  heroic  ancestors  ;  nor  in  that  pride  which  would 
lead  them  to  appreciate  the  glory  of  continuing  members  of  a  republic  ex. 
tending  over  two  millions  and  a  half  of  square  miles,  and  which  might  one 
day  number  five  hundred  millions  of  enlightened  citizens.  But  the  Union  was 
a  compact  for  justice,  liberty,  Tlnd  security.  When  these  fail,  its  living  prin. 
ciples  are  gone.  South-Carolina  can  have  no  respect  for  an  empty  name- 
still  less  for  one  which  becomes  9ynonymous  to  her  with  oppression,  vassal, 
age  and  >danger.  It  is  vain  to  sound  it  m  our  ears,  and  claim  for  it  our  alle. 
glance.  Our  ancestor!!  of  the  old  world,  waged  a  successhil  war  against  the 
divrae  right  of  Kings ;  and  our  Others  of  the  Revolution  broke  the  yoke  of 
Lords  and  Commons.  Little  has  been  gained  for  Uf*,  by  these  two  noblest 
struggles  which  history  records,  if  we  are  now  to  be  overawed  by  the  divine 
right  of  Union,  and  ssteeped  in  wretchedness  under  its  violated  charter.  The 
illustrious  man  who  has  been  called,  by  universal  consentf  the  Father  of  our 
Country,  did  indeed  leave  it  to  us,  as  his  parting  admonition,  that  we  should 
cling  to  the  Union  as  our  ark  of  safety.  But,  much  as  we  reverence  his  pre- 
cept, his  example  is  still  dearer  to  us.  Sacred  as  we  hold  his  last  words,  we 
cannot  throw-  them  into  the  scale  against  the  history  of  his  life ;  and  that 
teaches  us  to  resist  oppressisn,  from  whatever  quarter  it  may  come,  and  what, 
ever  liazard  is  incurred. 

Coming  for  the  first  time  together,  haying  duties  to  perform  which  to  some 
of  you  are  new,  and  holding  in  your  hands  the  destinies  of  South- Carolina, 
you  cannot  be  too  strongly  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  reflecting  maturely 
on  the  important  questions  that  devolve  upon  you,  and  of  reverentially  invoke 
ing  to  yoar  aid  that  Almighty  Power,  who  searches  all  hearts,  weighs  all  mo^* 
tives,  and  metes  out  to  all  human  efibrts  a  just  measure  of  success.

economical  administration  of  the  Government ;  and,  in  no  case,  but  in  the 
event  of  war,  to  exceed  the  rate  of  twenty  percent,  ad  valorem.  Congress  has, 
neveTtheless,  passed  an  Act  (to  v/it,  the  Tariff  Act  of  1842,)  increasing  the 
duties  to  an  enormous  extent  beyond  twenty  per  cent,  ad  valorem,and  also 
beyond  the  Wants  of  an  economical  OoVerament :  and  whereas,  from  the  re- 
fusal of  the  Senate  to  ratFfy  the  Treaty  for  the  Annexation  of  Texas,  on  the 
ground  universally  admitted  to  have  induced  the  refosal,  as  well  as  fVom  va- 
rious other  indications,  the  Slate  is  solemnly  apprehensive  that  a  war  is  going 
on  against  the  dotteslic  instiiutions  of  the  South,  which,  unless  promptly  ana 
iSecisively  met,  will,  at  no  distant  peHod,  produce  the  most  disastrous  conse- 
tjuences  :

1.  Resolved^  That  while  we  look  with  hope  to  the  action  of  the  adminis- 
tration about  tp  come  into  power  in  the  Federal  Government,  and  see  no 
reason  to  distrust  the  propriety  of  that  support  which  the  people  of  South- 
Carolina  have  acc{>rded  to  render  it  successful,  we  are  yet  reminded  by  the 
experience  of  the  past,  of  the  necessity  of  maintaining  our  own  strict  watch 
over  those  vital  interests  upon  which  the  fortunes  and  ihe  safety  of  the  South 
depend. 

2.  Resolved,  That  our  sense  of  the  deep  injury  inflicted  upon  us  by  the 
operations  of  the  present  odious  tariff  of  protection,  is  in  no  respect  lessened, 
aud  that  we  enjoin  our  Representatives  in  Congress  to  continue  their  unoeas. 
ing  warfare  upon  this  principle,  and  the  practice  under  it,  until  the  agricultu- 
ral labor  and  interests  of  the  South  shall  be  rendered  permanently  secure 
against  its  injustice. 

3.  Resolved^  That  the  acqaisition  of  the  territory  of  Texas  is  vastly  im- 
portant to  the  welfare  of  the  whole  Union — to  its  safety  from  foreign  arras — 
to  its  commercial  enterprize — to  its  general  industry — and  to  the  South, 
vitally  necessary  for  the  proper  growth  and  expansion  of  our  people. 

4.  Resolved^  That  we  cannot  submit  to  the  insulting  declaration,  that, 
while  all  other  portions  of  the  Union  may  extend  ^emselves  on  either  hand, 
and  draw  into  their  folds  new  States  and  capacious  territories,  the  slave- 
holding  States  shall  remain  stationary— <;ircumscribed  in  boundary — fettered

and  enfeebled  by  position,  until  gradually  environed  by  communities  iiostile 
to  their  institutions,  and  no  ways  scrupulous  in  the  expression  of  their  hos- 
tilities. 

5.  Resolved,  That  as  the  interests  involved  in  these  previous  considera- 
tions are,  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  equally  important  to  all  the  slave- 
holding  Stales  of  this  Confederacy,  it  becomes  us  to  invite  their  co-opera- 
ticn  with  us  in  grave  an* I  circumspect  deliberation  upon  them  :  To  this  co- 
operation  and  consultation,  therefore,  be  it  further  resolved,  that  the  Executive 
of  the  State  of  South-Carolina  be  requested,  by  communication  to  the  Govern- 
ors of  the  several  Stales  aforesaid,  to  meet  us,  by  their  Delegates,  in  Ash- 
ville.  North -Carolina,  on  the  fourth  day  of  March,  one  thousand,  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-six. 

6,  Resolved,  finally.  That  South-Carolina  is  now,  as  before,  warmly  unit- 
ed  in  her  desire  and  determination  to  preserve  iuflexibly  the  spirit  and  the  let- 
ter of  the  Federal  Constitution — the  integrity  of  the  Union— the  rights  of  the 
individual  States — and  her  own  people  from  oppression  ;  and  that,  while  she 
hails  the  success  of  the  Democratic  party  as  full  of  happy  augury,  she  will 
relax  none  of  that  jealous  vigilance  by  which  only  can  happy  auguries  be  con- 
verted  into  certainties,  and  a  gallant  people  be  rendered  secure  in  the  posses- 
sion of  their  liberties.

time  spent  therein,  the  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair,  and  Mr.  PINCKNEY, 
from  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  reported  that  they  had  made  pro- 
gress  therein,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again  to-morrow  at  1  o^clok,  P.  M.; 
which  was  granted.

Resobyedf  That  although  we  heartily  concur  in  so  much  of  the  Goremor's 
Message  as  relates  to  the  Tariff,  Texas,  Abolition,  and  the  importance  of 
prompt  and  immediate  resistance  to  the  influence  and  inroads,  especially  ef 
the  latter;  and,  although  we  regard  it  a  document  evincing  the  highest  order 
of  ability  and  patriotism,  and  as  altogether  worthy  of  being  read  and  cuhivated 
by  every  true  Carolinian,  simply  upon  the  grounds  for  unanimity  of  feeling 
and  concert  of  action — broadly  denying  the  existence  of  any  solemn  pledge 
to  Northern  democracy:  we,  therefore,  recommend,  that  the  furUier  consider 
ration  of  the  same  be  postponed  until  the  first  day  of  December,  1845:  Pro« 
vided,  that  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April  next,  the  inaugural  address  of 
the  next  President,  and  the  selection  of  the  new  Cabinet,  be  such  as  to  justify 
the  hope  that  our  grievances  (now  too  heavy  and  long  endured)  will  be  redress- 
ed; or,  if  otherwise,  (and  such  a  result  is  greatly  to  be  apprehended,)  that 
His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  this  State,  be  authorized  to  convoke  forthwith 
the  Legislature,  for  the  purpose  of  deciding  what  mode  of  resistance  should 
then  be  pursued  by  South4^arolina,-distincuy  remembering,  that  equal  rights, 
justice  and  freedom,  require  great  caution  to  protect,  and  great  fimmess  to 
defend  them;  and  that  henceforward,  our  motto^-^qual  rights,  low  duties, 
separation  from  banks,  the  annexation  of  Texas,  and  we  woukl  add,  detUk  to 
abolition — must  be  respected  and  maintained,  totally  regardless  of  cost  or  efL 
fort.  We  profess  to  be  sick  and  tired  of  plc^iges  to  resist  the  Tariff,  umre- 
deemed;  and  whenever  the  necessity  for  resistance  shall  come,  which  is  now 
visible  in  the  distance,  and  we  fear  will  assuredW  be  ushered  forth  with  the  ides 
of  March  neqt,  we  will  ^rsi  strike  and  then  plec^  ourselves  to  continue  etrik* 
mg^  even  to  the  extermination  of  our  race,  or  restore  the  Constitution,  the  in 
tended  palladium  of  our  rights,  to  its  rightful  fbree  and  purity.

and  meaning,  and  that  l&«reby  grievous  wrong  has  been  inflicted  upon  the 
P^kmI  ipeople  of  this  State,  and  of  the  United  States.  And  whereas f  all  of  the 
iinpUed  pledges  given  by  the  Act  of  March,  1883,  commonly  called  the  Com« 
promise  Act,  have  been  so  glaringly  violated  by  the  passing  of  an  Act,  naany 
of  the  provisioim  of  which  are  prohitory  in  their  character,  and  oppressive 
to  the  people.  .And  whereMf  it  is  apparent  that  there  exists  in  many  of  the 
^tes  of  this  Confederacy  combinations  of  men,  whose  declared  objeet  it  is 
to  destroy  ^  property  and  subvert  the  social  arrangements  of  the  slaves 
hoUingStatssy  by  the  combined  inAience  of  abolitiQii  excitement,  and  a«ys« 
tean  of  taxation  grosdy  unequial  and  sectional  in  its  c^mtion :

That  the  State  of  South-Carulina  takes  the  deepest  interest  in  the  annexa- 
tion  of  Texas  to  this  Federal  Union,  because  it  is  essential  to  preserve  the- 
peace  and  permanent  independence  of  ihe  confederacy,  and  must  result  in 
advancing  the  ultimate  prosperity  of  the  whole  country. 

Resolved^  That  the  collateral  issues  which  have  arisen  in  the  progress  of 
the  Texas  negotiation,  by  the  official  communication  of  Lord  Ab  rdeen  to 
the  Federal  (government,  dated  Dec.  26th,  1843,  in  which  he  announces 
'Ihat  Great  Britain  desires  and  is  constantly  exerting  herself  to  procure  the

general  abolition  of  slavery  throughout  the  world,"  are  of^uch  a  nature  as  to 
make  the  annexation  of  Texas  a  vital  and  paramount  question  to  the  people  of 
South-Carolina. 

Resohedf  That  in  that  portion  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor's  Mes- 
sage, which  relates  to  the  Tariff  Act  of  1842,  this  General  Assembly  recog- 
nizes a  true  history  of  the  oppressions  and  wrongs  inflicted  by  the  Protective 
Legislation  of  Congress  upon  the  people  of  South-Carolina, — that  they  re- 
gard  the  Tariff  of  1842  as  not  only  unconstitutional,  but  as  more  exhorbitant 
and  intolerable  in  its  exactions  upon  her  industry,  and  more  destructive  of 
her  rights  and  prosperity,  than  that  of  1628,  which  was  made  null  and  void 
within  her  limits;  and  that  the  signal  overthrow  of  its  authors  and  the  success 
of  the  Democratic  Republican  Party,  in  the  late  Presidential  election,  has 
taken  place  under  such  circumstances,  as  gives  her  a  just  right  to.expectt 
that  the  Tariff  will,  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment,  be  reduced  to  a  rev- 
enue standard,  graduated  by  the  wants  of  ap  economical  administration  of  the 
Government,  according  to  the  principles  of  the  Compromise  Act  of  1833. 

Sesohed,  That  although  never  more  sensible  of  their  grievances,  nor 
more  deeply  impressed  with  her  duty  to  protect  her  people  from  unconstitu- 
tional oppression,  this  State  forbore,  during  the  recent  eventfu  struggle,  to 
rede  em  the  Ciinstitution  by  any  act  which  might  weaken  or  embarrass  those 
who  we>e  thus  eng  tged,  and  burying,  for  the  time,  all  sense  of  injury,  joined 
with  all  her  energies  in  the  common  cause ;  and  that  under  ihese  ( ircum- 
stances  she  deems  it  but    due  to  the  administration  thus  endowed  with  the 

Ejwer  of  the  General  Government,  to  entertain  a  becoming  confidence  that 
om  its  wisdom,  patriotism  and  sense  of  justice,  we  may  surely  look  for  a 
speedy  removal  of  our  grievances,  and  to  await  with  a  rea^sonabltj  forbear- 
ance for  the  developement  o(  its  action  to  that  end. 

Resolved,  That  should  these  just  expectations  be  disappointed,  the  State 
fbes  not  by  trms  waiting  events  at  presen  ,  in  the  slightest  degree  waive  her 
reserved  right,  in  her  sovereign  capacity,  to  adopt  such  measures  to  restore 
the  Constitution  and  redre-s  the  wrongs  of  her  people,  as,  in  th<  ir  opinion, 
nay  be  due  to  themselve>^  and  their  posterity.

The  Committee  oa  Federal  Relations,  to  whom  was  reierred  the  Comnwi- 
nicatioa  of  bin  Excellenoy  the  Gofernofy  trao^mittkig  a  letter  addressed  to 
him  by  Samuel  Hoar»  an  agent  of  the  State  of  Maataohusetts  for  certain 
purposes,  submit  the  following  Report : 

By  an  act  passed  on  the  19th  day  of  December,  1885|  the  General  As* 
semUy  endeavored  to  guard  against  the  introduction  of  free  negroes  and 
persons  of  color  in|o  this  State,  upon  principiai  of  public  policy,  affecting  her 
«alety,  and  her  most  vital  interests.  The  right  of  excluding  from  their  terri- 
tories conspirators  against  the  public  peace,  and  disafl^ted  persons  whose 
presence  may  be  dangerous  to  their  safety,  is  essential  to  every  Govern* 
ment.  It  is  everywhere  exercised  by  independent  States,  and  there  is  bok 
thing  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  which  forbids  to  South-Car- 
olina  the  right,  or  relieves  this  Legislature  frem  the  duty,  of  providing  for 
the  public  safety. 

Massachusetts  has  seen  fit  to  contest  this  right,  and  has  sent  an  agent  to 
reside  in  the  midst  of  us,  whose  avowed  olnect  is  to  defeat  a  police  regulation 
essential  to  our  peace.  This  agent  comes  here,  not  as  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  but  as  the  emissary  of  a  Foreign  Gorernment,  hostile  to  our  domestic 
institutions,  and  with  the  sole  purpose  of  subverting  our  internal  police.  We 
should  be  insensible  to  every  dictate  of  prudence,  if  we  consented  to  the  re- 
sidence  of  such  a  missionary,  or  shut  our  eyes  to  the  consequences  of  his  in* 
lerferenoe  with  our  domestic  concerns. 

The  Union  of  these  States  was  forsied  for  the  purpose,  among  other  things, 
of  ensuring  domestic  tranquility,  and  providing  for  the  commbn  defence ;  and 
in  consideration  thereof  this  Staito  yielded  the  right  to  keep  troopn  of  ships  of 
war,  in  time  of  peace,  without  the  coasent  of  Congress ;  but  while  thus  con. 
septing  to  be  disarmed,  she  has,  in  no  part  of  the  constitutional  compact, 
surreiKlered  her  right  of  in:emal  government  and  police ;  and,  on  the  con* 
trary  thereof,  has  expressly  reserved  all  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United 
States,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States. 

The  State  of  Massachusetts  denomiiifites  as  citizens,  those  persons  for 
whose  protection  her  tender  solicitude  has  devised  this  extraordinary  mission* 
Yet  if  it  were  admitted  that  they  are  citizens  of  that  State,  your  Committee 
cannot  suppose  thatshe  will  challenge  forthem  greater  rights,  immunities  and 
pri^leges,  within  our  territories,  than  Ote  enjoyed  by  persons  of  the  same 
class  in  South<^relina.  But  your  Committee  deny  that  they  are  citizens, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution  ;  nor  did  Massachusetts  herself  treat 
as  citia^ns,  persons  of  this  chiss  residing  within  her  mits,eitlier  at  the  adop* 
tion  of  the  Constituti  >n,  or  since;  but,  on  the  contrary,  they  were  subjected 
to  various  disabitities,  from  which  her  othe#  inhabitants  were  exempt. 

Your  Committee  cannot  but  regard  this  extraordinary  movement  asi  part  of 
a  deliberate  and  concerted  scheme  to  subvert  the  domestic  institutions  of  the 
Southern  States,  in  plain  violation -of  the  terms  of  the  national  <^mpact,  and  of 
the  good  faith  ^irhich  ought  to  subsist  between  the  parties  theiMto,  and  to  which 
thejr  stand  solemnly  pledged.  '      '

ral  States^ 

Resolvedj  That  the  emissary  sent  b}*  the  State  of  Massachusetts  to  the 
State  of  South-^roiina,  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  iaterfering  with  her  m* 
stitutions,  and  disturbing  her  peace,  is  to  be  regarded  in  the  character  he  lias 
assumed,  and  to  be  trrated  aocordinglj.

WhereaSf  Notwithstanding  the  solemn  pledges  noade  by  Congress,  in  ISSHy 
not  to  levy,  after  the  year  1842,  a  higher  rate  of  duties  on  fimign  importa* 
tions  than  would  afford  sufficient  reveoue  for  the  support  of  an  economical 
administration  of  the  Government, ;  and  in  no  casCf  but  in  the  event  of  war, 
to  exceed  the  rate  of  20  per  cent,  ad  vdlarem.  Congress  has,  nevertheless, 
passed  an  Act,  (to  wit :  the  Tariff  Act  of  1842,)  increasing  the  duties  to  an.

WhereaSf  Notwithstanding  the  solemn  pledges  made  by  Congress,  in  1883t 
not  to  levy,  after  the  year  1842,  a  higher  rate  of  duties  on  foreign  importa* 
tions  than  would  afford  sufficient  reveoue  for  the  support  of  an  economical 
administration  of  the  Grovernment, ;  and  in  no  case*  but  in  the  event  of  war, 
to  exceed  the  rate  of  20  per  cent,  ad  valorem.  Congress  has,  nevertheless, 
passed  an  Act,  (to  wit :  the  Tariff  Act  of  1842,)  increasing  the  duties  to  ao 
enormous  extent  beyond  20  per  cent  ad  valorem^  and  also  beyond  the  wants 
of  an  economical  Government ;  and 

WhereaSf  From  the  refusal  of  the  Senate  to  ratify  the  Treaty  fi>r  the  an* 
nexation  of  Texas,  on  the  ground,  universally  admitted  to  have  induced  the 
refusal,  as  well  as  from  various  other  indications,  the  State  is  solemnly  ap« 
prehensive  that  a  war  is  going  on  against  the  daautUc  institutions  of  llie 
South,  which,  unless  promptly  and  decisively  met,  will,  at  uo  distant  perioi, 
produce  the  most  disastrous  consequences.

Resolved^  That  X\\e  extraordinary  amount  of  annual  expenses  incurred 
by  the  Bank  and  its  Branches,  for  salaries  and  contingent  expenses,  as  shown 
by  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Bank,  for  the  last  fiscal  year ;  the 
large  suspended  debt  of  the  Branches  of  the  Bank  at  Camden  and  Columbia 
demand  the  serious  consideration  of  the  House,  and  call  loudly  fbr  speedy 
and  effectual  reform. 

4th.  Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Wajrs  and  MewM, 
to  require  into,  and  to  Report  to  this  House,  as  soon  as  practicable,  as  to  the 
expadiency  of  reducing  the  annual  expenses  of  the  Bank  and  its  Branehes, 
by  the  reduction  of  salaries,  and  the  abolishing  useless  offices,  and  that  they 
report  by  bill  or  otherwise- 

The  House  considered  and  agreed  to  the  first  Resolution,  and  refused  to 
agree  to  the  second  and  third  Resolutions.

Rtsohed^  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Legislature,  it  is  inexpedient  for  this 
State  to  take  any  seperate  action  on  her  federal  relations  until  the  co-States  of 
the  South  and  South  West  have  been  first  consulted.

Resolved,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  be  requested  to  transmit 
copies  of  these  Resolutions  to  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress, 
and  the  respective  Governors  of  the  slave-holding  States,  to  be  transmitted  by 
them  to  their  respective  Legislatures.

Whereas,  This  Legislature  ia  deeply  impressed  with  the  grave  truths  and 
sound  doctrines  set  forth  in  the  Message  of  His  Excellency  the  late  Governor: 
and 

Whereas,  Recent  events  have  served  to  convince  this  Legislature  that  the 
time  has  arrived  when  it  becomes  the  undoubted  duty  of  the  Representatives 
of  a  free  People,  solemnly  to  warn  them  of  the  dangers  which  surround  them, 
and  to  take  measures  for  their  defence  : 

Bo  it,  therefore,  Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  repeal  of  tlie  Rule  com- 
monly known  as  the  21st  Rule  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
proceedings  consequent  thereon,  as  indicative  of  a  deliberate  and  settled  pur- 
pose, on  the  part  of  an  irreponsiblo  majority,  to  prosecute  a  system  of  undis- 
guised hostility  against  our  property  and  domestic  peace,  which  is  directly 
subversive  of  the  ends  and  objects  of  our  Federal  Union,  and  calculated  essen- 
tially to  weaken,  and  if  persisted  ^n,  inevitably  to  dissolve,  the  bonds  which 
have  united  us  together. 

Resohed,  That  we  would  deserve  the  destiny  which  this  system  of  unjust 
and  unnatural  warfare  will  certainly  entail  upon  us,  did  we  not  at  once  adopt 
such  measures  of  defence  as  our  wrongs  justify  and  our  safety  demands. 

Resolved^  That  as  this  is  a  question  in  which  all  the  slave-holding  States  of 
this  Union  have  a  common  and  equal  interest,  we  deem  it  due  to  them  and 
to  ourselves,  earnestly  to  invite  their  counsel  and  co-operation  as  to  the 
course  which  it  becomes  all  to  adopt,  against  the  persevering  assaults  which 
are  now  made,  and  will  continue  to  be  made,  against  our  lives  and  property. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Governor  be  requested  to  invite  the  Hon,  Langdon 
Cheves,  in  the  name  of  this  Legislature,  to  undertake  a  mission  to  the  slave- 
holding  States  of  this  Union,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  this  subject  before 
them,  and  concerting  the  most  prompt  and  efficient  mode  of  defence  which 
the  importance  and  emergency -of  the  occasion  demand  ;  and  in  case  of  his 
refusal,  that  the  Governor  be  requested  in  that  event,  to  invite  some  other 
citizen  to  render  this  service  to  the  State. 

Kesolved,  That  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  are  earnest- 
ly requested  not  to  relax  their  efforts  to  defend  the  people  of  this  State  from 
a  system  of  legislation  which  is  against  justice,  against  the  Constitution,  and 
against  the  Union. 

Eesolved,  That  it  would  be  an  abandonment  of  the  trust  reposed  in  us  by 
our  constituents,  did  we  not  respectfully,  but  solemnly,  warn  them  of  the  dan- 
gers which  surround  them,  and  earnestly  recommend  to  them  to  be  prepared 
to  deicnd  themselves  against  the  unwarranted  aggression  which  is  now  at- 
tenipted  against  their  rights  as  freemen,  and  their  existence  as  a  i^eople, 

Aesolved,  That  any  act  of  direct  legislation  on  the  subject  of  Slavery^  or  of 
indirect  legislation,  the  purpose  of  whicii  shall  be  obvious,  by  Congress,  either 
by  the  enactment  of  a  Bill,  or  by  the  adoption  of  Resolutions  meant  to  abolish 
that  institution,  will  be,  ipso  facto,  a  dissolution  of  the  Union. 

Resolved,  further.  That  upon  the  subject  of  Abolition,  this  Legislature  will 
sustain  his  Excellency  the  Governor  in*  whatsoever  measures  he  may  adopt, 
that  the  Republic  may  suffer  no  wrong. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  BAUSKETT,  the  House  then  resolved  itself  into  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on  so  much  of  the  Governor's  Message,  No. 
1,  as  relates  to  the  Tariff,  to  Texas,  and  to  the  Abolitionists,  and  on  the 
various  Resolutions  referred  to  tho  Committee  on  the  same  subjects,  Mr. 
PiKCKNET  in  the  Chair ;  and  after  some  time  spent  therein,  the  Speaker  re- 
sumed the  Chair.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and 

House  of  RepresenlaUves : — 

We  assemble  again  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  the  important  duties 
devolved  upon  us  by  the  Constitution,  under  circumstances  which  call  for  the 
most  grateful  acknowledgments  of  our  people,  to  the  beneficent  Dispenser  of 
all  good.  Notwithstanding  a  partial  failure  in  tho  crops  of  grain  and 
cotton,  during  the  current  year,  gives  reason  to  apprehend^  some  distress 
amongst  a  portion  of  our  citizens,  and  some  curtailment  in  our  foreign 
trade,  yet  the  unparalleled  health  of  every  quarter  of  the  State,  and  of 
every  class  of  the  population — tlie  as  yet  unbroken  peace  which  our  country 
has  preserved  with  all  nations — the  tranquillity  enjoyed,  the  confidence 
imparted,  and  the  progress  our  people  have  been  enabled  to  make,  in  all 
the  industrial  arts,  and  pursuits,  in  which  they  are  engaged,  have  so  im« 
measurably  counterbalanced  the  vicissitudes  to  which  I  have  adverted,  that  I 
may  safely  congratulate  you,  on  the  condition  of  our  beloved  Commonwealth. 
But  even  while  we  are  exchanging  felicitations  on  a  condition  so  blessed 
beyond  the  lot  of  almost  every  other  people  on  the  earth,  the  history  of  the 
past  painfully  reminds  us  how  far  short  it  &lls  of  that  pitch  of  prosperity  to 
which  we  might  rightfully  have  attained,  had  the  sacred  compacts  of  the 
Federal  Constitution  been  respected,  and  the  blighting  influences  of  the 
protective  policy  never  graAed  its  baleful  measures  on  the  Federal  Legis- 
lature,  to  wring  from  the  industry  of  our  people  so  large  a  portion  of  the 
fruits  of  its  lawful  labor. 

I  turn  with  peculiar  pleasure  from  the  contemplation  of  Federal 
iojustice,  to  felicitate  you  on  the  heaihful  and  harmonious  operations  of 
the  State  Government.  All  its  Departments  have  so  discharged  their 
duties  as  to  secure  the  public  peace,  and  give  ample  guarantees  for  tho 
protection  of  the  persons,  property  and  rights  of  the  community,  while 
tbe  people  of  this  State  have  exhibited  a  continued  love  of  order,  for  which 
they  have  ever  been  distinguished.  The  most  perfect  tranquillity  has  been 
maintained  within  all  our  borders  by  the  undisputed  supremacy  of  the  laws, 
and  the  advancement  of  the  people  in  virtue,  industry  and  morality,  has  never 
been  more  satisfactory. 

The  Reports  of  the  Heads  of  the  several  Departments,  will  furnish  you 
with  details  of  their  condition  and  operations. 

That  of  the  Comptroller-General,  covering  the  Reports  of  the  two 
Treasuries,  will  exhibit  to  you  the  income  of  the  State,  and  the  various 
sources  of  revenue  from  whence  it  is  derived,  as  well  as  the  manner  in  which 
it  has  been  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  laws  making  appropriations. 
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These  Reports  present  a  hii^hly  satisfactory  condition  of  the  ordinary 
financial  affairs  of  the  State.  The  taxes  are  moderate,  and  are  pronnptly  and^ 
cheerfully  paid  by  the  people,  and  yet  they  afford  means  to  meet  all  the  ordi- 
nary expenses  of  the  State.  The  Report  shows  rather  an  unfavorable  con- 
dition, so  far  as  the  amount  of  taxation  in  reference  to  expenditure  is 
concerned,  and  it  will  of  course  require  at  your  hands,  a  careful  considera- 
tion. 

Th^  Public  Debt  is  closely  and  intimately  blended  with  all  considerations  of 
the  finances  of  the  State,  and  must  always  continue  to  be  a  subject  of  the 
deepest  interest  to  her  character  and  welfare ;  it  will,  therefore,  ever  command 
the  most  careful  consideration  of  the  Legislature.    It  had  its  commencement  in 
the  obligations  incurred  by  the  Revolutionary  war ;  the  three  per  cents  are  the 
last  remnants  of  that  debt ;  a  far  larger  portion  in  the  Internal  Improvements 
from  1822  to  1826;  a  small  and  honorable  part  was  a  contribution  to  the 
family  of  Mr.  Jefferson,  one  of  the  Father's  of  tho  country  ;  and  another, 
and  far  greater  than  all,  was  incurred  for  the  patriotic  purpose  of  rebuilding 
the  City  of  Charleston,  when  destroyed  by  fire  in  1888 ;  and  the  last  item 
was  added,  to  pay  the  subscription  to  the  S.  W.  R.  R.  Bank.    These  several 
debts  were  all  funded  ;  the  stocks  were  payable  from  the  1st  of  January,  1840, 
to  the  1st  of  January,  1870,  and  they  amounted  on  the  1st  of  J^inuary,  1840, 
to  the  sum  of  $4,553,770  91  cents.     Up  to  this  time,  all  interest  and  each 
instalment  of  principal  as  it  became  due,  has  been  punctually  met  and  paid. 
Of  the  principal  there   now  remains  due    $3,234,502  31  cents.      There 
seems  every  reason  to  believe  that  each  /uture  instalment  of  this  debt  wilt 
be  met,  and  the  whole  amount  extinguished  through  the  means  provided,  and 
and  set  apart,  by  the  State  for  that  purpose.      Owing  to  the  scrupulous 
integrity  with  which  she  has  fulfilled  all  her  engagements,  and  the  punctual 
regularity  in  paying  the  interest,  and  in  meeting  and  discharging  the  instal- 
ments of  her  debt  by  the  Slate,  the  credit  of  South-Carolina  has  never 
suffered  the  least  blemish  or  shock  in  Europe  or  America ;    and  it  is  a 
subject  of  justifiable  pride,  that  her  obligations  nnain tain  their  position  with 
the  highest  of  our  Sister  States  in  the  money  markets,  and  are  now  above 
par  wherever  they  are  found.     A  character  and  public  credit,  so  enviable 
and  so  valualile,  as  a  resource  in  times  of  trial  and  difficulty,  should  be 
nourished  and  guarded  with  the  most  scrupulous  care,  not  less  from  a  rigid 
principle  of  inflexible  honesty,  than  from  considerations  of  profound  State 
policy. 

The  Reports  of  the  Department  of  State,  and  of  the  Surveyor  General,  will 
bring  to  your  view  the  repairs  and  improvements  suggested,  for  the  conven- 
ient despatch  of  business  and  the  preservation  of  the  public  records.  I  sug. 
gest  the  propriety  of  noaking  an  appropriation  for  the  same. 
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In  lli€i  Executive  Department,  I  have  caused  some  repairs  and  aherationa 
to  be  made,  by  which  it  is  better  adapted  to  the  duties,  for  which  it  is  designed. 
The  expenses  attendent  on  these  alterations,  I  have  defrayed  out  of  the  coo. 
tingent  fund. 

In  reference  to  the  Military  Department,  I  take  peculiar  pleasure  in  testi- 
fying  to  its  very  excellent  condition.  No  militiJi  can  excel  that  of  this  State, 
in  the  zeal  with  which  their  duties  are  fulfilled,  or  the  skill  and  ability  which 
characterizes  its  officers.  South  Carolina  may  well  feel  an  honest  pride  in 
their  efficiency"  and  a  firm  reliance  on  their  powers,  in  case  of  any  emergency. 
Much  of  the  credit  for  their  proficiency,  and  military  spirit,  is  due  to  the  zeal 
and  "energy  of  the  Adjutant  General,  to  whose  report  I  would  call  your  atteu* 
tion  for  any  information  in  relation  to  this  subiect. 

As  regards  the  Military  Academies,  I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  condition 
of  the  one  in  Charleston  is  satisfactory  to  its  friends,  but  regret  that  circum. 
stances  have  occurred  which  materially  effect  the  usefulness  of  that,  located 
in  Columbia. 

The  Bank  of  the  State  during  the  past  year,  has  steadily  discharged  the 
duties  imposed  on  it  by  its  charter,  and  the  directions  of  the  Legislature. 
Its  operations  show  a  settled  and  profitable  business,  which  has  yielded  a  fair 
and  satisfactory  income  for  the  State.  The  balance  of  the  stocks  of  1824| 
*  remaining  uncancelled,  was  paid  off  by  it,  in  January  kist  when  it  fell  due, 
amountiag  to  $150,319  32  cts.  Besides  this  £7,500  of  the  Fire  Loan 
Bonds,  due  in  1858,  were  purchased  in  London,  brought  home  and  cancelled, 
reducing  the  public  debt  by  933,333  33  cts.  more,  making  in  the  aggregate, 
a  reduction  of  the  State  liabilities  to  $189,652  65  cts.  The  purchase  and 
cancellation  of  these  Stocks  by  the  Bank,  have  been  in  conformity  with  the 
wishes  of  the  State,  and  will  no  doubt  meet  your  approbation.  The  wisdoiit 
of  State  institutions  of  this  character  has  been  a  question  of  great  perplexity 
and  much  discussion,  and  perhaps  it  would  be  well  for  us  to  reflect  whether 
its  continuance  would  be  desirable  after  the  expiration  of  its  charter,  which 
will  lake  place  in  1856. 

Id  the  message  of  1844,  of  my  immediate  predecessor,  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  was  called  to  an  apph'cation  from  the  War  Department,  for  a 
new  cession  of  Fort  Moultrie  and  other  public  sites  in  Charleston  Har* 
hoT.  You  will  find  by  a  communication  from  the  same  Department,  that  the 
only  obstacle  to  the  compliance  of  the  State  has  been  removed,  and  I  there- 
lore  recommend  that  the  cession,  as  requested,  shall  be  made* 

There  are  considerable  swaw  which  this  State  claims  to  be  due  from  the 
General  Government,  for  advances  made,  for  the  defence  of  the  State,  in  th# 
late  war  with  Great  Britaio,  and  for  payments  on  account  of  the  Florida  camr 
paign*    The  form^  of  th^se  claiois  Is  for  a  diSi^renc^  of  iutefe^t  oyn  sums  aOf 
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knowledged  and  paid,  arising  from  the  different  mode  of  computing  that  inter, 
est  at  the  United  States  Treasury,  and  that  which  is  contended  for  by  th% 
Stale.  The  latter,  is  for  payments  made  from  our  Treasury  to  the  Volunteers 
who  were  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  from  this  State«  Tiiese  claims 
are  of  long  standing,  and  should  be  prosecuted  at  once  with  vigor,  or  entirely 
abandoned.  I  would  therefore  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  agent  to 
represent  the  State,  and  urge  the  adjustment  of  these  claims  at  Washington. 

At  the  last  session,  the  Legislature  established  a  Greek  Professorship. 
The  Trustees,  whose  duty  it  was  to  elect  the  Professor,  were  prevented  from 
doing  so  by  a  law  of  the  College.  The  Board,  therefore,  directed  the  Faculty 
to  appoint  a  Tutt)r,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Professorship  ad  interim, 
with  a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars.  I  would  recommend  that  this  salary 
be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  said  purpose. 

The  first  and  most  important  of  the  means  for  promoting  the  public 
welfare  which  claims  our  efforts,  should  be  the  diffusion  of  that  knowledge 
amongst  our  people,  which  will  enable  them  to  comprehend  their  actual 
condition,  and  to  suit  all  their  actions,  to  the  true  state  of  their  a^irs.  The 
blessings  of  a  sound  and  useful  education  should  be  distributed  as  widely 
as  possible.  It  should  carefully  embrace,  not  less  correct  instruction  in  the 
history  of  Na  ions,  and  the  principles  of  Government,  than  the  information 
required  for  the  ordinai-y  business  of  life ;  for  what  requirement  is  more 
essentially  useful  to  the  citizen  of  a  free  Republic,  than  a  full  knowledge  of 
his  rights,  and  the  high  privileges  he  is  entitled  to  enjoy  ?  Or  what  is  so 
well  calculated  to  promote  public  virtue,  to  cultivate  an  enlightenced  prefer- 
ence of  our  own,  over  other  systems  of  government,  to  impart  a  deeper 
detestation  of  every  form  of  despotism,  or  to  produce  firmer  resistance  to 
every  encroachment  on  the  safeguards  thrown  by  the  Constitution  around 
our  free  institutions,  than  the  records  which  history  gives  of  the  wrongs, 
injustice  and  oppression  inflicted  by  unbridled  power,  and  the  noble  examples 
in  which  resistance  has  ended  in  the  acquirement  of  honor,  freedom,  and 
prosperity.  Our  whole  plan  of  Education  should  undergo  a  thorough  review  and 
scrutiny.  The  course  of  instruction  from  the  Common  School  to  the  College 
should  be  systematized  and  adapted  to  one  end ;  the  standard  of  studies 
should  be  gradually,  but  constantly  rising,  while  the  best  qualifications  in 
Instructors,  literary  and  moral,  from  the  Teacher  of  the  Common  School  to 
the  Professor  in  the  College,  should  be  carefully  sought  for  and  rigidly 
required.  In  our  Youth,  are  centered  the  liopes  and  destinies  of  the  State— 
they  are  to  constitute  her  defence,  her  sword  and  her  shield.  Their  proper 
education,  I  deem,  worth  any  cost.  In  many  Monarchical  Governments,  it  is 
considered  worthy  of  a  separate  Department,  under  a  Minister  specially  . 
charged  wkh-its  care^  nurture  and  superintendence.    Is  it  less  wor^y  gi  ii 
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here  t  la  it  less  important  in  a  Republic  ?  It  seems  to  me  fully  lo  deserve 
that  consideration,  and  I  feel  impelled  by  a  deep  sense  of  duty  to  recommend 
to  you  the  establishment  of  the  Office  of  Siiperinlendent  of  Education,  whose 
first  duty  it  shall  be  to  devote  the  ensuing  year  to  the  careful  examination  of 
the  state  of  Education  in  South.Carolina,  and  to  suggest  such  improvements 
in  the  same,  as  may  effect  a  system,  in  which  there  shall  be  more  of  compass 
utility,  and  vigor,  than  now  prevails,  especially  in  the  Common  Schools,  io 
which  all  classes  are  so  deeply  interested. 

The  condition  of  the  South.Carolina  College  must  at  all  times  engage  the 
most  earnest  consideration  of  the  Legislature.  In  it,  are  centered,  more  than 
any  other  branch  or  department  of  her  institutions,  the  hopes  and  destinies 
of  South-Carolina  ;  there,  are  being  raised  up,  the  future  Legislators,  high 
Officers  and  Statesmen,  who  are  to  guide  her  career  to  honor,  or  to  ruin. 
The  rightful  education  of  the  minds  and  hearts  of  these  future  rulers  of  the  land, 
is  a  trust  of  high  responsibility.  You  have  assumed  its  direction.  It  demands 
in  the  Instructors,  the  highest  moral  and  nrental  capacities,  and  the  most 
extensive  ertldition.  It  not  less  requires  from  them,  a  proper  training  of  the 
pupils — a  discipline  to  regular  habits  of  morals  and  study — a  thirst  of  know, 
ledge— a  love  of  public  virtue,  and  conformity  in  habits  and  manners  to  the 
highest  standards.  Complaints  exist  of  negligence  of  duties,  and  of  other 
causes,  which  are  impairing  the  usefulness  of  the  Institution.  I  am  not  prepared 
to  say  that  tliere  is  any  just  reason  for  them,  but  it  is  sufficient  that  the  public 
anxiety  is  awakened,  upon  a  subject  of  vital  importance  to  individual  hap- 
{Nness  and  pubHc  welfare,  to  make  it  my  duty  to  invite  your  i«pecial  attention 
to  the  Institution.  If  all  is  right,  justice  will  bo  done  to  the  Faculty  by  dis. 
persing  the  fears  and  misgivings  of  the  friends  of  the  Institution.  If  any 
thing  is  wrong,  the  great  interests  of  the  State  require  that  a  remedy,  be 
speedily  and  eff*ectually  applied.  The  libera]  support  which  has  been  wisely, 
and  with  unwavering  constancy,  extended  by  the  State,  to  this  Instittuion, 
has  redounded  in  a  thousatui  ways,  to  her  honor  and  advantage^  The  intel- 
ligence of  her  people  has  been  vastly  increased,  their  condition  improved, 
and  her  own  character  elevated  by  the  eloquence,  wisdom  and  ability  of  her 
citizens  educated  here,  and  filling  the  high  sta  ions  of  the  country.  She 
Cannot  cherish  and  sustain  it  with  a  too  vigilant  and  aff*ectionnte  interesf. 

In  turning  from  the  subject  of  Education,  to  other  means  for  advancing  the 
welfare  of  the  Suite,  less  but  still  highly  important  measures  arrest  our 
attention,  viz.,  the  physical  resources  of  the  State.  These  consist  essentially 
In  the  y«')riety  of  soils  of  our  lands,  the  staples  of  our  Agriculture,  the  riches 
of  the  mines  contained  in  the  bowels  of  the  earth,  and  their  development  by 
tiie  miner;  in  the  Manufactures,  which  convert  useless  and  raw  material 
into  the  products  suited  to  the  uses  of  civilized  life ;  in  the  Commerce  of  the 
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State,  resting  on  the  exchao^es  of  h^r  Agricultural  and  Mootrf^nctuni^ 
industry  ;  and  the  liighways,  on  which  that  Commerce  is  to  be  conducted. 
The  increase  of  energy  and  skill,  in  the  extension  and  improvement  of  all 
these,  should  ever  be  a  subject  of  the  deepest  interest  to  our  State.  Were 
all  the  resources  they  afford  but  once  in  active  employment,  the  most  sanguine 
mind,  could  not  over  estimate  their  advantages.  Directed  by  a  well  educated 
and  industrious  people,  why  may  we  not  indulge  the  hope,  that  the  time  will 
come,  when  all  this  may  be  done  ?  There  lie  before  us  countless  advantages 
—why  shall  we  not  stretch  out  our  hands  and  take  them  ?  Is  h  any  reason 
against  it,  to  say  that  it  will  cost  money  and  labor ;  that  it  will  require  patience, 
perseverance,  and  perhaps  a-  long  period  of  time  to  accomplish  it?  Such 
arguments,  would  at  once  arrest  every  improvement.  If  every  thing  cannot 
be  done  at  once,  some  portion  of  it  may,  and  in  lime,  with  system,  prudence 
and  energy,  the  brightest  visions  of  our  hopes  may  be  more  than  realized. 
Of  all  these,  our  Agriculture  demands  the  first  and  greatest  consideration* 
It  is  the  great  interest  of  the  State^-to  which  all  others  are  but  secondary* 
Its  food  is  the  support  of  all,  and  its  staples  sustain  Commerce  and  Manu- 
factures. On  its  extension  and  improvement,  depend  more  interests  ihaa 
on  all  the  rest.  It  bears  tlie  chief  burdens  of  .the  State  taxation,  and  it  has 
received  less  of  State  favor  and  assistance  than  any  other.  Possessing  the 
power  of  the  State,  the  Agricultural  interest  seems  rather  to  have  opposed 
than  to  have  sought  for  the  aid  of  the  State,  when  that  aid  might  have  legiti* 
matcly  been  extended  to  it.  There  is  no  School  of  instruction,  no  depart- 
ment of  the  College,  where  this  oldest  and  noblest,  of  the  Arts  of  civilization 
is  taught.  The  only  boon  they  have  asked  and  received,  has  been  the  partial, 
hurried  and  imperfect  examination  of  the  Slate  by  the  unfinished  Agri- 
cuKural  or  Geological  Survey.  Many  there  are,  who  underrate  and  depre* 
ciate  the  value  of  this  work.  It  is  hoped  and  believed,  however,  that  this 
spirit  is  passing  away,  and  a  more  enlightened  estimate  of  the  importance  of 
the  measure  prevails.  South  Carolina  has  the  honor  of  leading  the  way  be- 
fore all  her  sister  Slates  in  this  department  of  improvement.  But  unfortunately, 
though  she  began  first,  she  paused  in  the  work.  Others  seeing  its  immense  ad- 
vantages, adopted  it.  Connecticut,  with  a  territory  scarcely  equal  in  extent  to 
one  seventh  of  our  State,  has  employed  an  able  and  successful  gentleman  for 
a  series  of  years,  at  great  expense,  who  has  just  completed  a  survey  of  that 
State.  Massachusets,  Maine,  New  York,  Virginia,  and  others  have  also 
completed  or  now  have  in  progress,  similar  surveys.  Of  those  which  have 
been  finished,  several  of  the  States  have  had  ample  reports,  accompanied 
by  admirable  Maps,  indicating  the  localities  of  valuaWe  Mines,  and  Minerals, 
published  at  the  public  expense.  The  survey  of  ouf  Slate,  if  made  with  the 
•ame  leisure  and  minuteness,  could  not  fiiil  to  be  attended  with  advantages^ 
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fully  balancing  all  possible  expenditure.  The  scientific  examination  of  our 
soils,  their  analysis,  and  an  explanation  of  their  derivation  and  nature,  the 
exposure  of  the  substances  existing  amongst  us,  suited  to  the  improvement  of 
those  soils,  especially  the  Marl  of  the  Lower  Country  and  the  Limestone  of 
the  Upper,  the  discovery  of  the  rich  Mines  of  precious  and  useful  Metals, 
which  abound  in  our  hills  and  mountain  lands,  are  advantages  not  unworthy 
of  the  highest  appreciation.  1  therefore  recommend  the  continuance  of  the 
survey  for  such  time,  and  on  such  terms,  as  will  insure  its  being  completed 
in  a  manner  adapted  to  its  importance,  and  the  character  of  the  State. 

Amongst  the  means  for  most  effectually  improving  our  condition,  and  pre- 
paring the  State  for  encountering  those  trials,  which  the  changes  of  commerce 
and  human  pursuits,  must  unavoidably  bring  upon  her,  under  any  system  of 
Federal  Legislation,  we  cannot  overlook  the  importance  of  manufactures  of 
our  own.  They  deserve  at  our  hands,  all  the  encourgement  we  can  give,  that 
is  not  bcompatible  with  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  other  avocations  of 
our  people.  Facilities  for  their  transactions,  and  especially  for  bringing  their 
fabrics  advantageously  into  market,  are  important  aids  which  can  be  legiti- 
mately extended  to  them  because,  they  are  equally  beneficial  to,  and  can  be 
participated  in,  by  all  classes.  The  necessity  for  diversifying  the  invest- 
ments of  capital,  as  well  as  the  employment  of  labor,  becomes  every  day  more 
urgent;  and  the  establishment  of  manufactories,  may  to  some  extent  be  made 
a  resource  for  counteracting,  defensively,  the  operations  of  protective  aggress- 
ions. 

Nothing  is  calculated  to  give  a  more  legitimate  or  wholesome  stimulus  to 
Agriculture,  Manufactures  or  Commerce,  than  the  improvement  of  the  High- 
ways which  lead  to,  and  from,  the  greater  Market  Towns.  These  improve- 
ments  too,  have  the  still  higher  recommendation,  that  they  serve  equally  for 
all  classes  of  persons,  all  pursuits,  of  travel,  business,  pleasure  or  health,  and 
are  at  the  same  time  means  of  defence  of  infinite  value,  either  in  case  of  do- 
mestic trouble  or  foreign  invasion.  Of  these  high- ways,  the  common  public 
Road^  of  the  Country,  are  but  indifferently  improved  under  the  present  sys- 
tem. They  are  properly  consigned  to  local  police,  and  supervision,  and  I 
do  not  know  that  any  essential  changes  in  them,  can  be  suggested  for  their 
improvement. 

The  next  and  higher  grades  of  Turnpikes,  Rail  Roads,  and  River  Naviga- 
tion, are  of  far  greater  consequence  as  they  now  do,  or  shortly  must  connect 
all  the  important  parts  of  the  State  with  each  other.  Were  the  Rivers  open- 
ed as  they  might  be  at  a  trifiing  expense,  and  Turnpikes  or  Rail  Roads  con- 
structed, connecting  the  upper  productive  Districts  with  the  Market  Towns 
below ;  experience  elsewhere  proves,  that  the  result  would  be  a  greatly  in* 
creased  production  of  Agricultural  and  Manufactured  staples  on  their  route. 
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A  larger  price,  attended  with  less  cost,  would  reward  the  producer,  who  could 
also  receive  his  supplies  of  Goods  and  Groceries,  with  greater  expedition  and 
economy ;  town  and  country,  would  be  brought  together,  the  expenses  of  liv- 
ing  in  each  diminished,  while  their  comforts  and  conveniences  would  be  great- 
ly  increased. 

To  effect  these  improvements,  individual  resources  are  not  always  adequate, 
nor  in  all  cases  would  it  be  politic  or  advisable  for  the  State  to  give  her  aid. 
The  rivers,  are  high- ways  given  by  the  Author  of  all  good,  for  the  common 
use  of  his  children,  and  belong  e^fclusively  to  the  sovereign  power ;  Turn- 
pikes and  Rail  Roads,  may  combine  equal  claims  on  the  sovereignty  and  oQ 
individuals.  In  the  first  case  it  is  duty,  in  the  latter,  expediency,  which  is  to 
decide  the  course  of  the  State.  In  1826  the  State  adopted  deliberately,  the 
policy  of  giving  aid  to  Turnpike  Roads  by  Act  of  the  Legislature,  which  has 
ever  since  remained  the  Law  of  the  Land,  and  by  which  she  pledged  herself 
to  subscribe  two  fifths  of  the  Stock,  towards  the  completion  of  Turnpike  Roads 
on  certain  conditions.  No  call  has  ever  y«t  been  made,  for  the  fulfilment  of  that 
pledge.  Might  not  its  principles  be  adopted  in  regard  to  Rail  Roads,  under  lim- 
itations and  with  conditions  which  will  protect  the  public  interests  1  With  regard 
to  Rail  Roads,  every  day  is  developing  new  and  most  interesting  facts.  They 
are  destined  to  exercise  an  influence  upon  the  affairs  and  conditions  of  men, 
as  remarkable  as  that,  which  resulted  from  the  invention  of  the  Steam  Boat 
or  the  Spinning  Jenny.  Already  are  they  so  preferred  to  all  other  modes  of 
conveyence  and  travel,  that  in  this  country,  they  are  even  constructed  on  the 
banks  of  navigable  rivers  ;  in  England  they  are  changing  Canals  into  Rail 
Roads,  and  on  the  Continent  of  Europe,  they  are  being  built  by  Kings  and 
Emperors  where  they  will  prove  to  be  most  effective,  as  instruments  of  Com- 
merce or  implements  of  War.  In  Ireland  and  India,  they  are  said  to  be  in 
contemplation  as  a  means  of  their  eternal  subjugation.  To  the  South,  they 
will  be  a  powerful  aid  for  every  purpose  of  peace,  and  as  a  means  of  defence 
and  security,  of  inestimable  value,  for  consolidating  her  strength  and  uniting 
her  people.  In  a  war  with  a  foreign  power  possessing  a  large  Steam  Navy, 
we  can  have  no  security  like  that  of  Rail  Roads,  by  which  with  equal  rapidity 
men  and  arms  may  be  concentrated  at  points  threatened  with  attack,  and  re- 
quiring defence. 

The  State  of  South  Carolina  is  in  possession  of  a  fund,  which  belongs 
to  her,  only  as  a  trust,  and  which,  might  be  most  appropriately  devoted 
for  ever,  to  improvements  such  as  these.  This  Fund,  arising  from  a 
surplus  revenue  of  the  General  Government,  amounts  of  principal  to 
81,051,000.  It  was  shortly  afler  its  reception,  pledged  for  the  State's  sub- 
scription  to  the  Louisville,  Cincinnati  and  Charleston  Rail  Road.  Eight  Hun- 
dred Thousand  Dollars  has  been  paid  by  the  State  to  that  Road  and  the 
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South  Western  Rail  Road  Bank,  the  Stocks  of  which  are  rapidly  rising  to 
par  value.  The  State  also  advanced  in  1839  to  the  j*ame  Rail  Road  Company 
an  excess  on  what  has  been  called  in,  on  the  subscription,  and  which  now  con- 
stitutes a  debt  of  near  (300,000  more.  Let  these  Rail  Road  and  Bank 
Stocks,  and  enough  of  this  advance  due  by  the  Rail  Road  Company  be  created 
into  a  separate  Rail  Road  Fund,  The  Stocks  and  Bonds  may  be  sold  when 
occasion  arises  for  their  use,  provided,  they  are  not  disposed  of  under  par, 
and  the  amount  either  loaned  or  invested  by  the  Stale,  in  such  other  Rail 
Roads  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Legislature,  the  objects  of  which,  shall  be 
to  extend  this  mode  of  communication  in  the  State.  And  so  again,  when 
these  shall  be  completed,  the  Stocks  may  in  like  manner  be  sold,  and  continue 
to  be  invested  in  new  works  of  the  same  character,  until  the  whole  Slate  shall 
be  penetrated  by  these  improvements. 

The  condition  of  the  South  Carolina  Rail  Road,  is  highly  satisfactory. — 
It  has  surnnounted  almost  every  difficulty,  and  is  now  fully  established  in  the 
public  confidence.  The  utility  and  importance  of  this  great  work,  is 
every  day  becoming  more  fully  demonstrated.  It  forms  the  base  of  one 
of  the  greatest  lines  of  trade,  and  travel,  ever  yet  suggested  to  hu- 
man  enterprize.  That  line  stretches  through  South  Carolina,  Georgia, 
and  Tennessee  and  ultimately  reposes  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi,, 
at  Memphis,  thence  through  that  Father  of  waters,  it  opens  the  way  to 
the  thousand  rich  valleys  of  its  many  tributary  streams,  into  the  bosom  of  the 
boundless  West.  As  already  completed,  it  extends  from  Charleston  into  the 
interior  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  three  hundred  and  sixty  miles,  and  there  i» 
little  ground  to  doubt  that  the  whole,  wilt  be  completed  at  no  very  distant  day 
to  Memphis, — where  a  Naval  Depot  has  been  established  by  the  General 
Government.  The  vast  importance  of  this  great  enterprize  to  our  commerce 
and  to  the  defences  of  the  Country,  as  well  as  its  social  interests,  especially 
to  the  institutions  of  the  South,  can  never  be  over  estimated.  To  the 
City  of  Charlestonand  to  South  Carolina,  the  connexion  with  the  Mississippi, 
would  be  an  era.  It  would  place  her  along  with  the  great  commercial 
OTiporiums,  which  have  of  late  so  far  out-stripped  her  in  growth  and  wealth. 
The  Rail  Road  first  arrested  the  decline  of  Charleston,  and  is  now  restoring 
to  her  a  business,  which  will  ensure  a  return  of  her  prosperi^.  As  the. 
Rail  Roads  of  €reorgia  are  finished  and  the  communication^  by  their  means 
extended,  her  commerce  increases,  and  must  continue  to  do  so.  To  an 
institution,  which  has  done  so  much  for  the  State,  much  is  d^e•  The  State 
has  extended  to  it,  heretofore  a  munificent  liberality,  and  St  has  reaped  in 
return  immense  benefits, — benefits  which  are  but  beginning,  and  which 
every  hour  will  accumulate  by  vast  additions.  Every  advanta^  won  by 
this  Road,  enures  to  the  benefit  of  South  CaroliBa»  ai^L  a  wjbe  policy. 
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raay  greatly  increase  those  advnntage3  to  her  people.  This  Company  should 
be  aided  and  encouraged,  to  roake  timely  preparation  and  arrangement  for  the 
despatch  of  business,  and  thus  draw  to  it,  the  trade  of  the  rich  and  extensive 
regions  opening  Westward,  by  the5*e  new  enterprizes. 

I  recommend,  that  the  debt  owing  by  the  Rail  Road  Company  for  a  loan 
made  ta  the  South  Carolina  Canal  and  Elail  Road  Company,  in  1826,  of  $100,- 

000  and  interest,  be  released  to  the  present  Rail  Road  Company.     When  this 
loan  was  contracted,  Rail  Road  enterprizes  were  in  their  infancy,  unsolved 
problems,  and  those  who  engaged  in  them  encountered  risks  of  the  loss  of 
their   capital,   now   no   longer  attending    such  investments.     The   South 
Carolina  Rail  Road,  was  then  the  greatest  undertaking  of  the  day.  It  was  art , 
enterprize  of  vast  importance  to  those  who  embarked  in  it,  and  of  no  less  con- 
sequence to  the  State*     No  doubt  can  exist^  but  that  she  would  cheerfully  have 
contributed  $100,000  as  a  bonus,  to  have,  insured  its  success.     This  she  did  . 
contribute,  not  in  that  express  form,  but  with  that  view,  as  we  have  many  re**,, 
sons  to  believe.     She  has  never  exacted  payment  of  de|)t  or  interest,  but  has  . 
held  it  as  in  abeyance,  for  the  arrival  of  that  period,  which  should  demonstrate  . 
that  the  tacit  conditions  had  been  fulfilled. 

I  transmit  various  documents  from  many  of  our  sister  States,  for  all  which 

1  invite  your  respectful  and  careful  consideration. 

I  herewith  lay  before  you,  the  protest  of  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts 
against  South  Carolina,  and  the  laws,  ^hich  she  has,  in  the  high  duties  of  self-  ^ 
preservation,  and  in  the  exercise  of  lier  undoubted  rights,  seen  fit  to  enact, 
prohibiting  the  ingress  of  free  persons  of  color,  who  are  dangerous  to  thd 
peace ^nd  safety  of  her  own  {Population.     You  cannot  but  be  painfully  struck, ; 
with  the  unfriendly  temper  and  inflammatory  tone  of  this  remarkable  docu- 
ment.    The  calmness  and  dip;nity  of  South  Carolina,  resting  upon  the  con- 
sciousness of  being  in  the  right,  and  the  sense  of  what  is  due  to  her  own  char- 
acter,  will  not  be  disturbed  by  heated  denunciatons,  by  undeserved  invective, 
by  unkind  insinuations,  nor  even  by  unfounded  impeachments.  She  well  knows 
that  when  reason  fails,  passion  rages.     AgainSt  the  folly  and  weakness,  into 
which  it  leads  Slates  as  well  as  individuals,  she  will  from  respect  to  herwlf 
and  to  the  world,  endeavor  to  guard  herself,  and  thus  avoid  the  discourtesies  . 
and  violations,  of  natiorisit  comity,  into  which,  it  U  sure  to  Wray,  The  simple  ^ 
history  of  the  legislation,  and  the  circumstances  of  the  controversy  which  Ikis 
been  uhhappiiy  fomented  by  Massachusetts,  is  the  l>est  vindication  of  South  Car- 
olina.    It  is  briefly  this.  In  1822,  a  most  dangerous  and  extensive  conspiracy 
of  the  black  population  in  and  about  Charleston  w^  discovered.     It  had  been 
chiefly  planned  and'  devised  by  foreign  free  persons  of  color,  who  had  seduced 
and  corrupted  the  native  free  blacks  and  slaves.     Their  schemes  of  operation  . 
embraced  the  barning  and  plunder  of  the  city,  destruction  of  life,  and  other  enor- 


s»Uie«.    The  tdal  of  the  eulprits  eliohed  the  most  irrefetgaUe  evkknoo  of  iheir 
active  agency^  and  of  the  daogers  iiritUig  fvom  the  intermiDglmg  of  the  foreign 
blacks  with  our  slaves,  and  humanity  demaaded,  both  for  the  slave  and  the 
ciaster,  that  they  should  be  protected  from  these  beductioos.     The  act  of 
1823,  was  therefore  passed  by  the  Legtsiaturei,  which  is  the  beginning  of  tfan 
legislation ;  it  was  rerised  and  re-enacted  with  sonne  immaterial  alterations 
in  1836.     The  reasoaableness,  the  humanity,  tlie  propriety  of  this  act,  wan 
not  questioned  by  any  American  State  for  fourteen  years ;  when  the  first  reso« 
lutioas  ot  Massachusetts  were  levelled  against  it.     It  is  true  that  Great  Brit- 
ain did  complain  at  an  early  dale  aHer  the  passage  of  the  act,  to  the  general 
government,  as  stated  in  the  protest  of  Massachusetts,  and  tt  is  equally  true 
that  Mr.  Wirt,  then  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States,  did  give  the  opin* 
ion  which  is  quoted  in  the  protest,  against  the  constitutionality  of  the  Law--*- 
but  South  Carolina  never  for  one  numient  **  yietded  "  her  convictions  that 
she  was  right,  nor  her  determination  to  maintain  her  position,  as  Massachu- 
setts erroneously  asserts.     I  can  have  no  desire  to  comment  either  on  the  ig- 
norance of  the  fdcts  displayed  in  this  assertion,  nor  on  the  unkiod  insinuations 
which  accompanies  it,  that  South  Carolina  ^yielded''  to  fears,  of  a  powerftil 
foreign  nation,  what  she  refused  to  justice  and  a  sister  State.     She  felt  she 
was  right,  that  sb^  was  sustained  by  every  principle  of  law,  by  every  feeling 
of  true  humanity,  and  by  every  motime  oi  self-preservation,  and  duty  to  her 
own  people,  and  she  ther^ore  stood  firmly  lo  her  gronod.     She  yielded  then, 
as  little  as  she  does  now,  to  the  implied  threats  of  ^'retaliation'''  made  by  Mas** 
sachusetts.     The  acquiescence  of  foreign  powers  and  of  our  sister  Statei^ 
was  undisturbed  by  any  exception  until  1636.     A  few  years  preceding  that 
|ieriod,  a  new  spirit  had  broken  out  in  England,  and  in  that  portion  of  the  United 
States,  to  which  Massachusetts  belongs,  and  of  whi«h  she  has  long  assumed 
to  be  the  leader.     At  first  its  direction  was  against  the  slave  institutions  of 
the  English  Colonies.    The  emancipadon  of  thdr  slaves  being  accomplishedi 
the  whole  torrent  of  fanaticism,  rabid  with  inconsiderate  seal,  and  fomenting 
with  political  stimulants,  turned  its  unmitigable  fury,  upon  our  devoted  land. 
It  was   then,  was  suddenly  broken,  that  deep  repose  of  seventeen  years^ 
in  which  from  1822  to  1839,  these  rights  of  her  colored  population,  now  S3 
vehemently  alleged  to  have  been  invaded,  slurabered  unheeded  or  unremem- 
bered  during  all  which  time,  the  claMpos  of  humanity,  the  "  paramount  duly** 
of  the  State  and  tha  honor  ol  Massachusetts,  now  so  sensitively  touched,  were 
lulled  into  utter  forgetfuldees  or  inaction.    Thenceforward  aroiie  a  vitality  how- 
ever, which  never  since  has  known  repose*     As  the  war  increased,  and  they 
who  waged  it  against  the  institutions  of  the  South,  under  the  namd  of  AboK- 
tionists,  and  from  a  few  individuals  regulated  by  a  comparatively  moderate 
zeal,  swelled  into  a  large  party,  animated  by  a  rancorous  hostility,  dragging 
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politics  inta  ito  associations,  and  holding  in  some  States,  and  id  Masstohusetts 
especially,  the  balance  of  poweri  the  political  coincident  action  of  our  sister 
State  commenced  against  us-^progressed*— and  made  its  final  development  in 
that  extraordinary  mission,  of  her  accredited  Agent  in  December  last.  The 
position  assumed  by  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  in  1839,  followed 
up  by  her  resolves  of  1642-43  and  '44,  and  finally  by  this  protest^ 
abounding,  as  all  do  with  uncontrovertible  evidence  of  unfriendly  feelings^ 
make  up,  but  a  part  of  the  action  of  her  constituted  authorities  in  the  State 
Government,  and  of  her  Representatives  in  the  National  Councils,  of  the  same 
aggressive  character.  South  Carolina  has  never  interfered  with  the  institu- 
tions  or  people  of  other  States  ;  she  has  indulged  in  no  speculations  dangerous 
to  the  peace  of  her  sisters  in  the  Confederacy,  she  has  given  no  countenance 
to  measures,  or  doctrines,  which  could  stimulate  insurrection,  desolate  States* 
or  lead  to  the  carnage  of  men,  women  and  children.  She  has  simply  taken 
such  precautions,  as  would  to  her  best  judgment  prevent  all  these,  and  other 
accumulated  horrors  of  servile  war,  from  visiting  her  domains  ;  of  guarding 
a  happy  and  peaceful  race,  from  crimes  and  punishments,  at  which  humanity 
shudders.  She  has  disquieted  no  peaceful  neighbors,  by  intrusive  missions 
of  accredited  agents,  to  question  and  destroy  the  safeguards  which  protect, 
preserve  and  defend,  the  lives  and  property  of  its  people  from  massacre  and 
Qrson.  S!ie  has  only  excluded  a  particular  class  of  persons,  as  she  has  a 
right  to  exclude  infectious  disease^  The  broad  seal  of  a  State  cannot  sanctify 
sedition,  nor  insurrection,  nor  murder,  any  more  than  it  can  sanctify  what 
may  induce  them ;  nor  are  States  more  bound  to  stand  by,  while  the  existence 
of  all  they  hold  dear,  is  about  to  be  destroyed,  than  a  man  is  bound  to  be 
quiet,  while  the  blow  which  is  to  deprive  him  of  life,  is  descending  upon  his 
head.  The  whole  course  of  her  Legislation  is  purely  defensive.  All  she 
asks,  is  to  be  let  alone,  nor  will  she,  while  there  renfiains  to  her  one  particle 
jof  wisdom  or  spirit,  surrender  the  rights  whic'i  pertain  to  her  sovereignty* 
Qor  Ithe  measures  necessary  to  their  preservc^ion.  Passing  by  all  the  other 
aiave  holding  states,  Massachusettis  has  honored  South  Carolina,  by  singling 
her  out,  as  the  object  of  her  crinHoations,  and  has  arraigned  her  before  the  chris- 
tian aud  civilized  world,  for  conduct,  incompatible  with  her  constitutional  and 
social  obligations,  with  tlie  comity  of  nations,  with  humanity,  civilization  and 
diristianity ;  and  for  what?  For  simply  guarding  herself  against  the  inva- 
sbn  of  her  peace,  the  slaughter  of  her  people,  and  the  desolation  of  her  coun* 
try.  Because  she  is  not  one  of  thosis  who  can  coldly  look,  on  sacked  and  burn- 
ing cities,  and  b^d-stalned  streets,  on  the  ruin  of  her  country  and  the  car* 
nage  of  her  people,  and  exclaim  in  the  exultant  hatred  of  mad  fanatacism,  or 
in  the  malignant  vengeance  of  disaj^poinled  hopes, "  let  it  come,  let  it  come.'* 
ISouth  Carolina  responds  to  her  cbatges,  and  meets  Massachusetts  before  the 
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ehriltzed  world — she  cheerfully  leaves  it  to  the  present,  and  after  ages,  to 
those  now  living  and  to  posterity,  to  decide  who  has  been  the  aggressor,  whose 
peace  has  been  invaded,  whose  rights  have  been  infringed,  and  who  has  most 
faithfully  adhered  'o,  and  performed  all  her  social,  christian,  and  poliiical  obli* 
gations.  And  should  Massachusetts  carry  out  her  implied  threats  of  *<  retalia* 
tion,"  and  the  withdrawal  within  her  borders,  from  South  Carolina,  of  the 
rights  guaranteed  under  the  Federal  compact,  the  enlightened  judgment  of 
present  and  future  times,  will  not  fail  to  fix  a  just  consideration  on  these,  as 
unanswerable  evidences  of  unkindness  and  hostility.  If  the  dismemberment 
and  disruption  of  this  confederacy  as  darkly  implied,  are  to  be  the  consequences 
of  South  Carolina's  refusing  to  disrobe  herself  of  her  sovereign  rights,  and 
submitting  to  the  humiliating  abandonment  of  her  people  and  ptoperty  to  the 
mercies  of  those,  who  show  so  little  knowledge  or  care  for  the  danger  to 
which  they  would  expose  them ;  sjie  must  even  bear  these,  rather  than  brave 
the  greater  horrors,  to  which  the  inglorious  surrender  of  her  rights  and  honor, 
would  subject  4hem. 

I  regret,  that  I  cannot  report  to  you,  any  relaxation  in  the  Legislation  of  the 
Federal  Grovernment,  for  the  protection  of  domestic  manufactures.  The 
Tariff  act  of  1842,  which  embodies  every  obnoxious  characteristic  ofitspre* 
dccessors,  for  promoting  the  interest  of  the  manufacturer  at  the  expense  of 
all  other  classes,  remains  unchanged.  Against  this  policy  and  course  of  Fed- 
eral Legislation,  the  State  of  South  Carolina  has  ever  opposed  unvarying  re> 
sistance.  In  the  recent  transfer  of  power,  from  the  authors  of  the  Tariff 
of  1842,  to  those  who  are  solemnly  pledged  to  reform  it,  and  to  extend  to  the 
South,  that  justice,  which  has  been  denied  and  wKheld,  we  have  every  right  to 
consider  that  there  has  been  a  decision  by  the  people  of  the  United  States, 
against  the  principal  of  protection,  and  in  favor  of  the  constitutional  doctrines 
of  &ir,  equal  and  just  taxation.  The  present  Federal  Executive,  in  anelec* 
tion,  in  which,  the  constitutional  doctrine  of  anti-protective  and  true  revenue 
taxation  was  one  of  the  cliief  issues,  before  the  people,  has  been  triumphant^ 
elevated  to  power,  over  the  very  author  of  the  protective  system ;  and  at  the 
same  time  both  branches  of  the  Federal  Legislature  have  passed  to  his  po- 
litical associates.  The  whole  power  of  the  Gk)vernment,  is  therefore  now  in 
the  hands  of  those,  who  stand  committed  to  render  us  justice.  To  the  sue* 
cess  of  this  happy  revolution,  no  portion  of  the  Union  contributed  with  so 
much  unanimity,  as  South  Carolina.  Relying  on  the  good  faith  and  firm 
principles  of  the  candidate,  and  discarding  every  personal  or  selfish  feeling, 
she  gave  to  him,  and  the  great  cause  of  which  he  was  the  exponent,  every 
effort  of  an  ardent,  confiding,  and  generous  people.  There  seems  to  be  no 
good  reason  to  suppose  that  this  confidence  will  be  betrayed,  or  that  every  pro- 
per  and  constitutional  means  will  not  be  used,  to  fulfil  the  expectations,  which 
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we  have  a  right  to  entertain  from  the  Executive.  It  would,  under  ai^  cir- 
cmstances,  be  but  justice  to  a  new  administration,  to  await  the  development 
of  its  course  and  policy ;  and  prudence  and  justice  to  ourselves,  not  less 
,  urgently  recommend  present  forbearance,  from  any  action  which  might  em- 
barrass the  Federal  efforts  for  the  just  j  eduction  oi  duties  to  the  revenue 
standard. 

Since  your  last  adjournment,  an  event  of  the  highest  public  importance 
has  been  most  gratifyingly  consummated,  in  the  Annexation  of  Texas  to  the 
United  States.  No  circumstance,  that  has  ever  occurred  in  the  history  of 
this  country,  (except  the  acquisition  of  Louisiana,)  has  been  fraught  with  con- 
sequences of  higher  moment.  The  noble  Territory  which  has  been  acquired, 
adds  by  its  location  immensely  to  the  safety  as  well  aa  the  resources  of  ihe 
whole  Union,  while  by  its  peculiar  association  with  the  South,  its  admission 
ipto  the  confederacy  gives  such  union  and  stability  to  them,  and  their  institu- 
^ions,  as  enables  them  to  put  at  defiance,  any  assault  of  outward  enmjty  or 
inward  treason.  Immortal  honor,  is  due  to  the  great  minds  which  conceived, 
the  firm  spirits  which  sustained,  and  the  patriotic  people  who  have  consume 
mated  tbi^  greatest  of  all  triumphs,  over  the  combioatipns  and  intrigues  of 
foreign  hostility  and  domestic  plotting. 

At  a  public  meeting  in  Charleston,  a  resolution  was  passed,  requesting  the 
j^xecutive  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Legislature,  the  demise  of  that  dis* 
tinguished  patriot  and  statesmen,  General  Andrew  Jackson.  The  loss  of 
such  a  man  may  well  be  considered  a  public  calamity,  and  I  doubt  not  will 
be  so  regarded  by  your  body.  When  the  time  shall  have  passed  over,  in 
which  party  feelings  shall  be  forgotten,  his  name  will  doubtless  be  enrolled 
among  the  great  benefactors  of  his  race. 

Herewith,  you  will  find  transmitted,  a  letter  from  the  Hon.  Daniel  E. 
HuaEB,  tendering  to  the  Legislature  the  resignation  of  his  seat  in  the  Senate 
pf  the  United  States. 

In  retiring  from  public  life,  in  which  he  has  been  so  long  and  usfully  en-^ 
^ged,  this  distinguished  gentleman  will  carry  with  bun,  the  high  regards  of 
^l^is  covmtryraen,  and  their  best  wishes  that  his  remaining  days  may  be  spent 
in  that  quiet  and  repose,  to  which  his  eminent  services  so  well  entitle  him. 

In  C9i(iclusion,  it  remains  only  for  me,  to  inv\)ke  for  your  deliberations,  the 
^perintending  iqfluence  of  Him,  in  whose  hands  are  the  destinies  of  nations^ 
mid  without  whose  approbation,  the  utmost  efforts  of  human  wisdom,  are 
fruitless  and  unavailing.  May  he  preserve  and  guide  you  through  whatever 
difficulties  shall  surround  you,  and  shed  sucli  light  upon  your  counsels,  as  will 
Cpuse  all  your  acts  to  redound  to  the  honor  and  prosperity  of  our  beloved 
St^te.

On  motion  of  Mr.  HENRY,  the  letter  of  the  Hon.  Daniel  E.  Iluger,  ten- 
dering his  resignation  as  a  Senajpr  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  SiateSi 
and  which  accompanied  the  Governor's  Messagf,  was  read  ;  whereupon 

Mr.  Pe  SAUSSURE  submitted  the  following  ResohiUoii,  wbich  was 
ordered  to  be  considered  immediately,  and  was  agreed  to  unanimously; 

Resolvcdi  That  this  Legislature  has  received  with  groat  sensibility  the 
annunciation  of  his  resignation  by  the  Honorable  Daniel  Elliott  Huger,  a 
Senator  representing  this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

The  State  of  South-Carolina  parts  with  her  faithful  servant,  with  a  grateful 
recollection  of  his  able  services  and  devotion  to  her  best  interests,  during  a 
long  and  honorable  career.  He  carries  with  him  into  his  retirement  the  besi 
wishes  of  a  gratelul  country. 

Ordered,  That  said  Resolution  be  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence.

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Roads,  Bridges  and 
Ferries  to  enquire  into  and  report  upon  the  propriety  of  fixing  the  rate  of 
Toll  for  single  Horse  Wagons,  Buggies  and  Barouches  at  the  same  rates 
now  allowed  by  law  for  Chairs,  Gigs  and  Salkeys,  with  leave  to  report  by 
Bill. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  CANNON, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Military,  to  enquire 
and  report  on  the  expediency  of  requiring  all  Managers  of  election  for  Milita- 
ry Officers,  to  count  the  votes  at  the  efection  ground  immediately  after  the 
Polls  are  closed  in  presence  of  the  Electors,  and  make  their  return  ac- 
QOfdingly.

REPORT. 

The  Committee  have  given  to  the  subject  referred  to  them  that  considera- 
tion  which  in  their  opinion  it^  importance  required.  The  Cocnm«ttee  do  not 
consider  the  letter  of  Mr.  Strobhart  a  resignation  of  his  seat,  even  if  he  had 
the  right  to  resign,  of  which  there  appears  to  be  some  doubts.  The  seat  of 
Mr.  SrROBHART  is  not  contested.  The  roll  of  Members  and  the  letter  itself, 
furnish  evidence  that  Mr.  Strobhart  wa.s  qualified  at  tho  timo  ho  look  his  seat. 
Tiie  only  point  of  view  then,  in  which  anydonbt  can  arise,  is  whether  his 
seat  has  been  vacate!  by  circum-stances,  or  changes  in  his  property,  which 
have  transpired  since  he  took  his  seat.  Tne  point  of  time  to  which  the 
Constitution  refers  for  the  property  qualification  of  its  Members,  your  Com- 
mittee think,  is  the  time  when  tho  Member  offdrs  ti  tako  his  seat.  It  is  then, 
that  the  oath  is  administered  to  him,  and  he  is  required  to  swear  that  ho  is 
then  duly  qualified.  But,  if  it  is  construed  to  apply  to  the  tinu  of  election^ 
still  it  cannot  elFect  the  present  case.  Your  Committee  cannot  b  jlieve  that 
a  Member  duly  qualified,  an  I  who  has  taken  his  seat,  can  be  deprived  of  his 
seat  or  meiii'jorship  by  ni'sfortunc,  loss  of  property,  or  depreciation  of  it, 
during  th3  time  for  which  he  may  have  been  elected,  or  that  such  was  the 
iotention  of  tho  framcrs  of  tho  Constitution. 

The  Commitico  appreciate  very  highly  the  sentimonts  expressed  by  Mr. 
Strobhart  m  his  loiter,  and  which  have  led  him  to  submit  this  matter  to  the 
Legislature ;  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  they  come  to  the  conclusion,  by  a 
unanimous  vote,  to  recoaimonJ  the  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution : 

Resolved,  Tint  the  scat  of  Mr.  James  A.  Strobhart  is  not  vacated;  but 
that  it  his  privilege  to  occupy  it.

That  Congress  has  no  power  to  construct  roads  and  canals,  or  clear  out 
navigable  rivers  in  any  of  the  States  of  this  Union,  for  the  purposes  of 
internal  improvement,  wuh  or  without  the  assent  of  the  States  in  whose 
limits  those  internal  improvements  are  made ;  the  authority  of  Congress 
extending  no  farther  than  to  enact  **  the  necessary  and  proper  laws," — to 
carry  into  execution  their  enumerated  powers. 

That  the  Public  Lands  belonging  to  the  United  States,  are  a  common  fund, 
to  be  disposed  of  for  the  benefit  of  the  Confederacy,  as  the  s«t clement  of  the 
same  may  progress ;  and  that  the  ownership  of  those  lands  by  the  General 
Government,  as  a  trust  under  the  Constitution,  does  not  authorize  any  appro- 
priations from  the  National  Treasury  by  Congress,  to  rail  roads  or  other 
works  of  internal  improvements.

Perhaps  in  no  other  deliberative  Body,  will  be  found  more  uniform  cour- 
tesy of  deportmenl— more  liberal  toleration  of  opinion— or  a  higher  suscep. 
Ability  to  the  just  influences  of  truth,  reason  and  justice* 

Resting  on  this  conviction,  I  have  ever  felt  the  most  perfect  confidence, 
that  I  should  receive  your  cordial  su^iport  and  kind  indulgence ;  and  thus, 
whilst  the  duties  of  my  station  lost  all  th^r  arduousness,  they  retained  all 
t^r  pleasure. 
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Iti  a  few  more  brief  minuti  s,  Genllemen,  we  shall  part— part  to  meet  fro 
more  as  the  unite  d  depository  of  our  public  trust.  Some  of  us  may  bof  a^ 
others  of  us  have  been,  within  the  circle  of  another  year,  summoned  to  our 
last  account.  Some  of  us  may  retire  to  the  bosom  of  private  life,  whilst 
others,  abandoning  the  homes  of  tjieir  youth  and  their  manhood,  may  seek 
their  fortunes  in  another  land. 

Under  whatev.  r  circumstances  of  prosperity,  or  adversity,  and  whereyer 
you  may  be — in  public  or  in  private  life-— as  citizens  and  as  men,  I  tender  you 
all  my  be>t  wishes  for  your  happiness  in  this  life,  and  your  peace  hereafter. 

With  the  hope,  Gentlemen,  that  our  deliberations  may  commend  them^ 
selves  to  the  approbation  of  our  constituents,  and  that  they  may  also  result 
in  advancing  the  honor  and  interest  of  our  country,  permit  me  now  to  bid  you 
all,  respectfully, farewell." 

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  by  veri>al  Messages  inter- 
changed  by  their  Clerks,  were  informed  that  the  Legislative  business  of  the 
General  Assembly  wa.^  finished.

Selected  by  your  kindness  again  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  this 
Assembly,  permit  me  to  express  the  deep  sense  I  entertain  of  the  honor 
bestowed  upon  me. 

No  one  can  occupy  this  station  without  being  profoundly  impressed  with 
the  high  trust  reposed  in  him,  and  however  familiar  experience  may  render 
its  duties,  it  can  never  diminish  my  appreciation*  of  its  honor  and  responsibility. 

Chosen,  as  you  are,  to  be  the  Law  givers  of  a  free  people,  your  own  high 
duties  but  serve  to  enhance  the  importance  of  those  which  devolve  on  your 
presiding  officer. 

I  enter  then.  Gentlemen,  on  the  performance  of  those  duties  with  an 
increased  sense  of  the  obligation  which  rests  upon  me  to  discharge  them  with 
impartiality  and  fidelity,  and  with  a  confident  reliance  on  that  co-operation 
and  kind  support  which  htTe  never  been  withheld  from  me. 

Representing^  as  you  do,  a  united  people,  with  no  disturbing  question  to 
distract  your  counsels,  I  trust  they  will  be  conducted  with  your  accustomed 
harmony,  and  result  in  honour  to  yourselves,  and  aobstantial  good  to  you^ 
country. 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Clerk,  and  Reading  Clerk 
successively. 

Mr.  AIELEN,^  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  count  the  ballots  cast  for 
Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  reported  tlMit  Thomas  W.  Glover 
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was  unanimously  elected.    The  Constitutional  oath  of  office  was  then  admin- 
istered to  the  Clerk  by  the  Chair. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  MEMMINGER, 

Resolved^  That  the  Rules  heretofore  printed  for  the  use  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  be  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  the  present  House,  and  that  the 
Librarian  furnish  each  Member  of  this  House  with  a  copy  thereof. 
The  House  then  proceeded  to  a  ballot  for  Messenger- 
Mr.  BARNES,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  count  the  ballots,  cast  for 
Reading  Clerk,  ^reported.  That  A.  C.  Spain  had  received  47  votes,  W.  B. 
looR,  42  and  C.  H.  Axson,  20  votes,  and  that  no  candidate  having  received 
a  majority  there  was  consequently  no  election. 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  a  second  ballot  for  Reading  Clerk. 
Mr.  BENBOW,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  count  the  ballots,  cast 
for  Messenger,  reported.  That  no  candidate  had  received  a  majority,  and  that 
consequently  there  was  no  election. 

Mr.  BOYKIN,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  count  the  votes  cast  for 
Reading  Clerk  on  the  second  ballot,  reported.

The  Senate  sent  to  this  House,  a  Resolution,  appointing  Managers  of  Elee* 
lion  for  Claremont,  in  which  the  House  concurred,  and  ordered  it  to  be  re- 
turned. 

Mr.  HENRY  submitted  the  following  Resolution,  which  was  considered 
immediately  and  agreed  to  : 

Resolvedt  Tiiat  the  Committee  on  Vacant  Offices  be  instructed  to  inquire 
and  report  as  soon  as  practicable,  whether  the  office  of  State  Reporter  i 
vacant  or  not. 

The  following  Message  was  received  from  His  Excellency,  the  Governor, 
and  read  by  Beaufort  T.  Watts,  Esq.,  his  private  Secrerary  : 

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT, 

Columbia,  Nov.  24, 1846. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate^ 

and  of  the  House  of  Repreeentativee. 

The  assembling  of  the  Legislature,  to  discharge  the  high  duties 
de  vol  red  on  it  by  the  Constitution,  is  always  an  event  of  great  interest,  and 
at  this  time  is  rendered  even  more  so,  by  the  important  circumstances  which 
have  taken  place  since  its  last  Session.    Your  predecessors,  having  fulfilled 
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their  term  of  duties,  have  returned  to  the  bosom  of  their  constituents — the 
people — who  have,  once  again,  without  turbuleoee,  or  disorder,  exercised 
their  sovereign  power  in  your  selection  as  Representatives,  adding  another 
peaceful  trophy  to  the  many  illustriouus  triumphs  of  oiir  Republican  institii- 
tions.  To  your  hands,  is  committed  a  high  and  important  trust,  and  fresh 
as  you  are  from  the  midst  of  those  whom  you  are  commissioned  to  represent 
having  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  their  wants  and  condition,  and  identified 
with  them  in  every  particular,  the  State  may  well  look  with  confidence  to  the 
faithful  and  able  discharge  of  the  important  obligations  under  which  you  rest. 

The  great  failure  in  the  provision  crop  of  the  last  asason,  which  inflicted 
severe  suffering  on  many  of  our  people,  has  been  followed,  this  year,  by  a 
most  abundant  and  plenteous  yield  of  every  grain  and  grass,  that  serves  as 
food  for  man  and  the  animals  committed  to  his  care.  The  crop  of  one  of 
our  great  staples,  cotton,  though  moderate,  is  in,  at  least,  a  fair  proportion, 
when  compared  with  that  of  our  sister  States,  engaged  in  similar  cultivation. 
The  health  of  our  people  has  been  good,  and  they  have  been  studiously 
observant  of  the  laws,  and  every  obligation  of  good  citizenship,  while,  to 
crown  all,  a  sense  of  returning  justice  has  marked  the  measures  of  the 
Federal  Gk)vemment.  The  faithful  fulfilment  of  its  promises,  in  destroyrog 
the  protective  sy3tem,*-<their  wise  adherence  to  sotmd  oonstkutional  principlesf 
in  administering  power,— the  happy  adjustment  of  our  disputes  with  England, 
oin  terms  so  honorable  and  advantageous  to  each,  laying  broader  and  firmer 
the  foundations  of  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  both  nations,— claim  at  our 
baads  the  warmest  expressions  of  admiration.  In  the  recent  example  and 
concurrent  action  of  England  and  the  United  States,  a  progress  has  beeti 
given  to  the  principles  of  Free  Trade,  among  the  nations  of  the  earth,  wliioh^ 
while  it  adds  another  grant,  to  the  great  charter  of  human  liberty, — the  right 
to  enjoy  the  h\\  and  unrestricted  reward  of  its  own  labour, — promises  the 
early  fulfilment  of  that  higher  oivilization  and  improvement,  which  imparls 
to  our  race  the  greatest  usefulness,  and  confers  the  highest  enjoyment,  thus 
banisbing  the  strifes  and  animosities  of  war,  and  harmonizmg  nations  in  the 
bonds  of  peace. 

It  is  deeply  to  be  deplored,  that  at  the  very  moment,  when  we  are  thus 
earnestly  cultivating  and  strengthening  the  principles  of  peace;  with  aN  other 
nations,  we  are  unhappily  involved  in  a  war  with  our  nearest  neighbor,  the 
sister  Republic  of  Mexico, — a  war,  forced  upon  os  hy  her  utter  disregard  of 
national  obligations,  commenced  by  herself,  most  unnecessarily,  and  which 
has,  thus  for,  been  attended  with  humiliating  reverses  to  her  arms,  accompanied 
with  the  loss  of  extensive  States  and  Provinces,  while  it  has  been  roost 
signally  successful  and  glorious  on  our  part.  Nevertheless,  we  cannot  but 
lament  the  continuance  of  a  contest,  which,  of  necessity,  compels  us  to  inflict 
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the  tcourge  of  ioTasion  on  our  enem j»  the  calamities  of  which,  howefer  mildly 
conducted,  must  always  be  distressiog,  and  the  very  successes  of  which  will 
lofose  new  and  dangerous  tendencies,  into  our  people,  and,  perhaps,  new  and 
dangerous  elements  into  the  administration  of  our  government,— ^leading  us 
foto  wars  and  conquests,  away  from  that  peaceful  policy  by  which  our 
censtittition  is<  to  be  preserTod,  and  the  permanent  prosperity  and  greatness 
•four  country  most  effectually  secured.  The  efforts  made  by  our  govern^ 
ment  to  procure  peaoe,  by  tendering  the  olive  branch  to  Mexico,  at  the  very 
nomeat  when"*  our  armies,  flushed  with  victory  and  elated  with  the  most 
glorious  triumphs,  were  ready  to  be  precipitated  upon  her  territories,  were 
wise,  well  timed,  and,  in  all  respects,  such  as  became  a  powerful  and 
magnanimous  nation*  The  honor  of  our  country  demands,  since  Mexico  has 
fefueed  to  negotiate,  that  she  shall  be  made  to  feel  the  full  force  oi  our  power, 
and  that  the  war  shall  be  prosecuted  with  the  utmost  vigor.  Yet,  I  cannot 
bul  indulge  the  hope,  that  she  may  be  awakened  to  an  early  and  ji»t  sense  of 
her  true  condition,  and  that  this  unhappy  contest,  between  neighboring 
]«public8,  be  brought  to  a  speedy  and  honorable  termination* 

It  is  with  pleasure  and  satis&ction  that  I  turn  from  the  contemplation  of  so 
paiafiil  a  subject,  and  proceed  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  incumbent  upon 
roe,  of  making  such  sugigesttoas  as  I  may  deem  important  (o  the  interests  of 
our  beloved  State,  and  laying  before  you  such  information,  in  relation  to  her 
internal  afSun,— -her  moral  and  physical  cQfiditian,-*coneeming  which  it 
becomes  you,  as  the  Representatives  of  the  people,  strictly  to  enquire. 

As  a  matter  of  the  highest  consequence,  permit  me  hero  to  call  your 
atleottOA  to  the  all  important  subject  of  Education.— -The  very  imperfect, 
and,  I  might  almost  add,  useless  system,  u^der  which  our  Free  Schools  are 
at  present  conducted,  calls  loudly  for  legislative  interference,  and  I  b^  leave 
to  r^r  your  honorable  body  to  my  annual  communication  of  the  lart  Sessko, 
in  relation  to  this  subject,  aad,  as  closely  connected  with  it,  to  urge  the 
appointment  of  an  officer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  exercise  a  direct  and 
vigilant  superintendency  over  this  department. 

Subsequent  observation  has  tended  to  strengthen  and  confirm  the  former 
iavoraUe  impressions  which  I  expressed  in  regard  to  the  Military  Academies, 
both  in  Charleston  and  Columbia,  and  I  earnestly  invoke  for  them  your  care 
and  protection,  as  nurseries,  in  which  not  only  the  habits  and  duties  of  the 
soldier  aic  acquired,  but  the  substantial  advantages  of  a  solid  and  useful 
tducatk>a.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  accorded  to  the  Superintendent  and 
Profe^ors,  for  the  maimer  in  which  their  duties  have  been  performed,  and 
thaperfect  order  and  decorum  which  have  heeo  maintained  in  these  institutions 
during  the  past  year. 
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I  am  rejoiced  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  state,  that  one  of  the  favorite  and 
cherished  objects  of  the  Legislature,— the  South  Carolina  College,  which  has 
sent  forth,  into  every  portion  of  the  State,  so  many  well  instructe  d  citizens 
to  add  to  her  renown,  and  sustain  her  high  reputation, — is  in  as  flourishing  a 
condition  as  its  warmest  friends  could  desire.  The  administration  of  its 
accomplished  President,  aided  and  sustained  by  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
very  learned  Faculty  with  which  he  is  associated,  has  been  distinguished  by 
the  most  gratifying  results,  and  we  may  well  entertain  the  hope,  thai  a  few 
years  only  will  be  necessary,  with  a  wise  and  judicious  expenditure  on  your 
part,  to  place  it  among  the  first  class,  in  the  rarsk  of  those  literary  institutions 
which  enrich  and  adorn  our  country.  The  munificent  liberality  of  a  distin- 
guished citizen  of  our  State,  has  recently  done  much  for  this  Institution,  by 
the  establishment  of  a  scholarship  for  the  benefit  of  a  class  of  young  men, 
who  might  otherwise  never  be  able  to  obtain  the  advantages  of  a  collegiate 
education ;  and  were  any  thing,  but  the  consciousness  of  a  noble  act,  necessary, 
his  reward  will  be  found  in  the  gratitude  of  those  to  be.  benefitted  by  his 
generosity,  and  the  thanks  of  the  whole  State.  While  upon  the  subject  of 
the  College,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  a  new  Professorship — of  Geology 
and  Agriculture — ^be  created,  as  a  most  desirable  and  important  addition  to 
those  already  established,  thereby  affording  information  on  subjects  closely 
CQpnected  with  the  industry  and  pursuits  of  a  large  portion  of  our  people. 

I  would  turn  your  attention  likewise  to  the  gratifying  fact,  that  the  spirit 
of  the  age  in  which  we  live,  has  called  into  existence,  within  the  borders  of 
our  own  State,  other  institutions,  which  may  justly  claim  a  share  of  patronage 
and  encouragement,  commensurate  with  the  magnitude  of  their  objects. 
The  College  in  Charleston  and  the  Medical  College,  in  the  sanrie  metropolis, 
are,  both  of  them,  institutions  that  have  contributed  largely  to  the  genera 
stock  of  useful  information,  and  which,  with  a  little  aid,  fVom  an  enlightened 
and  liberal  legislation,  promise  fair  to  exalt  the  standard  of  education  in  South 
Carolina,  to  that  point  of  excellence,  so  desirable  in  the  onward  and  advancing 
progress  of  literature  and  science.  And  here,  I  take  peculiar  pleasure  in 
referring  to  the  fact,  that  one  of  the  learned  and  distinguished  Professors  of 
the  latter  institution,  has,  with  great  pains,  and  no  little  personal  sacrifice, 
prepared  a  highly  useful  and  valuable  work  on  Ichthyology,  well  calcii^ted  to 
raise  the  character  of  our  State,  and  reflecting  much  credit  on  the  ability  and 
research  of  its  gifled  and  indefatigable  author.  I  am  sure  it  will  not  be 
considered  unreasonable  to  suggest  that  a  small  appropriation  of  Five  Hundred 
Dollars — in  the  shape  of  a  subscription — be  made,  to  assist  Professor  Holbroox 
in  putting  his  work  to  press,  and  laying  it  before  the  public.  Such  a  book 
deserves  te  be  placed  in  the  library  of  the  State,  as  a  testimonial  of  the  talent 
and  eriorgy  of  one  of  its  most  scientific  citizens. 
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A  reference  to  the  Reports  of  the  Comptroller  General  and  of  the  Treasurer! 
of  the  two  Divisions,  will  place  you  in  full  possession  of  all  inrormation  in 
regard  to  the  state  and  condition  of  our  financial  affairs. 

The  several  State  Departments  have  been  managed  with  all  the  ability  for 
which  the  officers  in  charge  of  them  are  so  justly  distinguished,  and  the 
improvements  recently  made,  in  and  about  the  capitol,  contribute  very  greatly 
to  the  despatch  of  business  and  the  safety  and  preservation  of  the  public 
records. 

During  the  past  year  the  indebtedness  of  the  State  has  been  materially 
reduced.  The  Bank  of  the  Stato  has  paid  off  the  balance  of  the  sum  of 
#300,000,  issued  under  the  act  of  1825,  and  which  fell  due  on  the  1st  of 
January  last.  The  promptness  with  which  the  several  issues  of  State  Stock 
have  been  redeemed,  as  they  became'  payable,  cannot  fail  to  reflect  most 
favorably  on  the  credit  of  the  Stale.  The  Bank  has  transferred  to  the  Sinking 
Fund,  from  the  profits  of  the  fiscal  year,  ending  1st  of  October,  the  sum  of 
$95,000,  and  has  set  apart  a  further  amount,  which  it  has  been  considered 
prudent  to  reserve,  to  cover  losses.  This  is  an  evidence  that  the  institution 
is  in  successful  operation.  That  the  Bank  has  sustained  losses  during  the 
year,  is  to  be  apprehended,  but  this  is  incident  to  every  such  institution. 
No  exercise  of  caution  can  prevent  losses  from  sometimes  occurring ;  and 
more  especially  is  it  difficult  to  avoid  them,  when  they  arise  out  of  circumstances 
which  violate  the  most  sacred  obligations  due  to  society.  Isolated  instances 
of  this  nature  cannot  and  ought  not  to  weaken  our  confidence  in  the  well 
established  character  of  our  public  agents ;  nor  is  there  any  thing  in  the 
amount  of  such  losses,  to  awaken  anxiety  as  to  the  safety  of  the  institution. 

The  rate  of  Interest,  as  at  present  established  in  this  State,  it  appears  to 
me  might,  with  advantage,  be  reduced  to  a  lower  standard.  Our  Banks,  all 
loan  mone}r  at  six  per  centum,  and  the  interest  on  all  bonds  and  judgments, 
n  fevor  of  the  United  States,  is  computed  at  the  same  rate.  Without  going 
elaborately  into  the  subject,  I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  a  lower  rate,  and 
that  it  be  fixed  hereafter  at  six  instead  of  seven  per  centum,  as  at  present. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Legislature,  at  its  last  Session,  I  was  instructed  to 
have  a  building  erected,  on  the  State  House  Square,  as  a  receptacle  and 
deposite  for  the  balances,  weights  and  measures  received  from  the  General 
Government.  On  inquiry  and  investigation,  I  find,  that  such  a  building  would 
necessarily  involve  a  considerable  outlay  of  money,  and  as  other  improvements 
and  additions  are  in  contemplation,  and,  with  a  view  to  a  proper  economy,  I 
would  propose  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  purpose,  and  that  the 
whole  should  be  included  in  one  contract. 

I  would  especially  reconrmend  to  your  attention,  the  enlargement  and 
improvement  of  the  internal  communications  of  the  State,  by  means  of  Rail 
Roads.     There  it  no.  object,  on  which  your  fostering  care  can  be  bestowed. 
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that  will  more  amply  reward  your  edbrts,  or  the  results  of  which  will  be  mor^ 
generally  distributed  throughout  the  State.  Our  rivers — ^important  as  they 
are,  as  chanpels  of  communication, — do  not  afford  the  facilities  necessary  to 
unfold  the  mineral  and  agricultural  resources  of  the  interior  Districts  of  our 
own,  or  of  the  adjoining  States.  To  unlock  these  resources, — to  awaken  tho 
energy  and  enterprise  of  our  citizens,  «nd  to  secure  to  them  the  opportunity  of 
competing  with  other  portions  oi  our  own  country,  and  with  foreign  nations, 
it  is  necessary  that  new  facilities  should  be  obtained.  But  Rail  Roads  are  not 
only  important,  as  means  for  conveying  the  productions  of  thoState  to  market, 
they  are,  to  us,  essential,  as  the  basis  of  a  foreign  trade.  It  is  in  vain  that  we 
have  access  to  the  ocean, — that  we  have  safe  and  convenient  harbors,  and 
valuable  productions  for  exportations,-— our  Southern  Cities  will  never  enjoy 
the  full  benefit  of  these  advantages,  until  we  improve,  increase  and  extend 
the  means  of  communication  with  the  interior.  The  State  has  heretofom 
exhibited  a  wise  policy  in  investing  the  greater  part  of  the  surplus  revenue 
in  the  South  Carolina  Rail  Road.  So  far  as  the  encouragement  of  a  valuable 
enterprise  was  in  view,  the  object  has  been  accomplished.  The  company  is 
now  in  active  and  successful  operation,  and  the  Road  promises  to  become  a 
source  of  wealth, — ^not  only  to  the  Stockholders,  but  to  the  commercial  and 
agricultural  interests  of  the  State.  Your  patronage  is  no  longer  essential  or 
necessary  to  its  success,  and  the  period  has  arrived,  when  the  State  may  safely 
separate  itself  from  the  company,  by  transferring  the  funds,  invested  in  it,  to 
the  encouragement  of  new  enterprises  of  a  similar  character.  A  road,  from 
Columbia  or  Aiken,  to  Greenville,  and  another,  to  pass  from  the  South 
Carolina  Rail  Road,  through  several  of  the  Districts  east  of  the  Wateree 
river,  to  some  part  of  the  North  Carolina  line,  have  been  suggested,  and 
their  great  importance  strongly  commend  them  to  your  consideration* 
A  mong  the  n  y  subjects  of  importance,  claimii^  the  attentioa  (^  the 
Legislature,  there  is  none  of  greater  interest,  or  of  higher  roagDitude»  thaa 
the  Geological  and  Agricultural  Survey  of  the  State.  So  much  has  been 
said  and  written  on  this  subject, — ^aad  the  matter  has  been  so  frequently  and 
ably  discussed,  not  only  in  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  but  in  the 
public  jpurnals  of  the  country,  that  it  would  seem  an  act  of  superero^tioa^ 
on  my  part  to  add  a^y  thing  in  support  of  it.  Yet,  I  conceit  it  my  du^,  (o 
urge  upon  you,  the  continuation  of  this  most  valuable  undertaking,  not  mereljF 
us  the  only  means  of  perfecting,  what  has  been  already  so  wisely  Gommeaoed^ 
but  as  tending  to  develc^e  and  bring  to  profitable  availabiUty,  the  hiddeur 
treasures  and  resources  which  lie  embowelled  in  our  native  soil,  and  giving 
a  practical  utUity  to  that  which,  when  analyzed  and  investigAled,  by  tlw  hand 
of  science,  must  freely  contribute  to  the  wealth  and  prosperity  of  our  peof^. 
To  such  a  work,— promising  such  residts,— ^the  Legislilure  cannot  be 
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lodiffereDti  and  I  would  iuvite  your  special  attentioD  to  the  report  of  Mr, 
ToxjMEY,  as  affording  information  in  regard  to  the  details  connected  with' 
it.  The  khors  of  this  gentleman  have  already  been  fruitful  in  adrantages 
but  they  are  as  nothing,  compared  with  the  greater  benefits,  which  may 
reasonably  be  anticipated,  from  an  extension  and  prolongation  of  his  efforts 
South  Carolina  should  not  be  tardy  in  emulating  her  sister  States,  in  affording 
assistance,  whenever  it  is  needed,  for  the  prosecution  of  scientific  enterprises, 
•  the  more  espocially  when  they  bid  fair  to  exercise  such  an  inftience  on  her 
future  destinies,  and  I  trust  that  no  false  notions  of  economy  wfll  interfere 
to  prevent  her  from  prosecuting,  wuh  vigor,  that  which  is  now  making  such 
favorable  progress. 

Nothing  is  now  needed,  to  complete  our  system  of  Criminal  Jurisprudence, 
but  that  we  should  enter  the  list  of  those  who  have  shaken  off  the  trammels 
of  a  bye.gone  age, — whea  th^  demands  of  justice  imperiotisly  required  the 
institution  of  heavy  penalties  and  punishments,  for  which  a  substitute  may 
now  easily  be  found,  and  by  which  the  laws  of  the  State,  for  the  prevention 
of  crime,  may  be  more  surely  and  certainly  vindicated.  The  establish- 
ment of  a  Penitentiary  in  South  Caroluia,  would,  I  am  confident,  contribute 
greatly  to  such  a  result,  and  relieve  a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  State 
governniout,  from  applications  whhoui  number,  in  behalf  of  those  unfortunate 
persons,  whose  cases,  decided  by  a  strict  adherence  to  the  technical  require- 
ments of  the  law,  are,  nevertheless,  considered  by  the  Courts,  in  which  they 
are  adjudicated,  as  fit  and  proper  subjects  for  the  interposition  of  Executive  * 
clemency.  It  is  a  trite  remark,  but  not  the  less  true  on  that  account,  or 
worthy  to  be  continually  kept  in  mind,  that  the  prevention  of  offences,  is  one 
of  the  fir^t  considerations  of  the  law,  and  that  it  is  lUe  certainly,  and  not  the 
severity,  of  punishment  that  deters  men  from  its  infraction  or  violation. 
Such  an  csiablisbmeiil,  I  would  most  earnestly  recommend,  and  trust  that  you 
will  bring  to  the  consideration  of  the  subject  all  that  calm  and  deliberate 
reflection,  which  its  importance  eminently  justifies. 

The  condition  of  the  Militia, — that  strong  arm,  both  of  State  and  Nationa^ 
d^ence, — justly  inspires  us  with  the  highest  confidence  in  its  practical 
organization,  and  its  thorough  and  reliable  eflliciericy.  1  refer  you  to  the 
Report  of  that  able  and  energetic  officer, — the  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
.General, — for  full  information  on  this  subject,  and  invite  for  it  your  deep  and 
earnest  consideration.  As  connected  with  this  service,  I  would  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  anmial  appropriation,  for  arsenal  purposes,  should  be 
restored  to  Two  Thousand,  instead  of  One  Thousand  Dollars, — as  the  latter 
amount  is  found,  upon  trial, to  be  utterly  inadequate  to  the  objects  contemplated, 
and  involves  thd  necessity  of  frequent  drafts  upon  a  fund  designed  for  otlier 
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purposes.*  in  order  that  the  arms  of  the  State  may  be  properly  preserved  and 
'  protected  from  the  ravages  of  time  and  decay. 

The  requisition  made  upon  the  Executive  of  this  State,  for  a  Regiment  of 
infantry,  to  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war  with  Mexico,  was  met  with  a 
promptitude  on  the  part  of  our  citizens,  which  entitles  them  to  the  thanks  and 
approbation  of  the  whole  country.  Hundreds  of  volunteers  proffered  therr 
services  in  the  cause,  and  the  only  difficulty  that  presented  itself,  was  ia 
making  a  selection,  from  the  number  of  ardent  and  gallant  patriots,  from 
every  quarter  of  the  State,  who  were  ready  to  enrol  themselves  under  th^ 
national  banner,  in  defence  of  our  rights,  our  interests  and  our  honor. 
"When  the  fire  of  freedom  burns  so  brightly, — pervading  the  very  atmosphere 
which  we  breathe,— diffusing,  far  and  wide,  its  genial  influences,  and  filling 
every  bosom  with  a  deep  and  concentrated  patriotism,  we  may  surely  predict, 
without  claiming  to  be  endued  with  the  spirit  ^f  prophecy,  that  such  a  people 
can  never  be  unmindful  of  their  rights,  and  that  the  proud  heritage,  derived 
from  an  illustrious  ancestry,  will  never  suffer  contaminatbn  in  their  hands. 

It  becomes  my  duty  to  transmit  to  you  the  Letter  of  the  Hon.  George 
JMcDuFFiE,  resigning  his  seat  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States. 

The  retirement  of  this  distinguished  Statesman,  from  a  post  in  which  he 
lias  not  only  served  the  State  which  he  represented,  but  mankind  in  general 
is  not  less  to  be  deplored,  for  reasons  of  public  consideration,  than  for  the 
causes  which  personally  influence  his  determination.  The  illness  which 
renders  this  step  unavoidable,  withdraws  from  the  counsels  of  the  country  a 
patriot,  whose  abilities  have  been  surpassed  by  nothing  but  his  fidelity  and 
freedom  from  all  impure  and  selfish  motives.  He  will  carry  with  him  the 
undivided  confidence  and  gratitude  of  the  people  of  this  State,  to  whose 
service  he  has  devoted  so  large  a  portion  of  his  life,  with  their  warmest 
wishes  that  he  may  find  in  the  repose  of  retirement,  the  health  and  happiness 
^e  so  eminently  deserves* 

I  transmit  various  documents  from*  our  sister  States,  for  all  which  I  invite 
jour  consideration. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me,  Gentlemen,  to  express  a  hope,  that  your 
deliberations  may  teonduce  to  the  advancement  and  prosperity  of  that  State, 
which  we  are  all  so  much  lK)und  to  love  and  honor, — and  that  guided  by 
that  Supreme  Intelligence,  which  governs  and  controls  the  universe,  all  your 
acts  may  be  such,  as  not  only  to  secure  to  yo|i  ihm  approbation  of  your  own 
consciences,  but  may  bring  down  upon  your  heads  the  gratitude  of  the  present 
•and  future  generations,  and  the  smiles  of  an  approving  heaven.

Mr.  B.  Y.  MARTIN  gave  notice,  that  he  will  ask  leave  to-morrow  to  intro- 
duce  a  Bill,  to  give  the  appointment  of  Electors  of  President  and  Vice  Pre»* 
id^it,  to  the  people  of  South  Carolina,  and  for  changing  the  time  of  making 
mich  appoioiPQent  in  conformity  with  the  act  of  Congress  on  the  subject.

On  motion  of  Mr,  MEMMINGER,  the  House  proceeded  to  the  considera- 
tions  of  the  following  Report,  which  had  been  made  the  Special  Order  of  the  day 
for  this  day  at  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Committee  on  the  Military,  appointed  to  act  jointly  with  a  special 
Committee  of  the  Senate,  on  A  Resolution,  directing  them  to  enquire  and  re- 
port, if  any,  and  what  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Legislature,  in  equipping 
and  fitting  out  the  Regiment  of  South  Carolina  Volunteers,  destined  for  the 
War  with  Mexico,  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to 
submit  the.  following  Report : 

The  call  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  for  a  Regiment  of  Volun- 
teers for  the  Mexican  War,  during  the  past  summer,  was  so  fully  responded 
to,  by  the  gallant  and  patriotic  citizens  of  this  State,  that  the  difficulty  present- 
ed itself  of  making  a  selection  among  the  many  companies,  who  were  ready 
to  take  the  field.  Since  that  time,  under  the  supposition  that  their  services 
would  not  be  required,  its  members  have  returned  to  their  accustomed  oc- 
cupations, and  the  regiment  has  been  virtually  disbanded. 

The  requisition  has,  however,  been  lately  renewed  by  the. Executive  of  the 
United  States,  upon  the  Governor  of  South  Carolina,  for  one  Infantry  Regi- 
ment  of  Volunteers  from  this  State,  fur  immediate  service,  and  your  Commit- 
tee are  confident  that  this  call  will  be  as  promptly  responded  to  by  the  military 
spurit  and  State  pride  of  out*  people. 

The  cliange  which  has  been  made  in  the  term  of  service,  your  Committee 
are  convinced,  is  but  a  change  in  name,  and  was  intended  merely  to  provide 
against  the  remote  possibility  of  the  war  being  continued  beyond  the  period 
first  assigned  ;  for,  from  the  new  direction,  which  has  been  given  to  the  de- 
signs of  the  General  Government,  and  the  change  in  the  Military  operations 
in  Mexico,  it  is  but  barely  possible,  that  the  war  will  be  continued  beyond  the 
period  fixed  in  the  first  requisition. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  a  sum  of  money  can  be  judiciously  expended 
by  the  Legislature,  in  furnishing  to  the  new  regiment  of  State  troops,  a  regi- 
mental flag,  clothing  and  other  articles  necessary  for  active  service,  and  they 
unanimously  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 
Resoheif  That  the  sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  be,  and  the  same  la 
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hereby  app rrtpriateA,  to  be  expended  under  the  orders  of  the  field  officerSj  Id 
cqaip  the  Regiment  of  South  Carolina  Volunteers,  for  service  in  the  war  with 
Mexico. 

Mr.  MIDDLETON  moved  to  amend  the  Resolution  recommended  by  the 
Committee,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word"  Resolv^ed,'' and  inserting  the 
following  :  That  His  Excellence,  the  Governor,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  author, 
ized  and  required  to  draw  from  the  State  Treasury^  a  surti  dot  exceeding 
twenty  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  in  fitting  oilt  and  providing  for 
the  South  Carolina  Regiment  of  Volunteers,  for  the  Mexican  war,  and  that 
he  be  authorized  to  pay  oVer,  from  time  to  tinie,  sutih  portions  of  said  amount 
to  the  field  officers  of  said  regiment,  for  its  ilsev  a*  may  seem  to  him  necessa- 
ry and  proper.  And  the  said  field  officers,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  account 
through  their  paymaster  to  the  Comptroller  General,  for  all  expenditures  out 
of  the  above  fund, 

Resolvedf  That  in  order  to  reimburse  the  State  Treasury  for  all  sums  tluU 
may  be  actually  expended  in  fitting  out  and  otherwise  providing  for  said  Re- 
giment during  its  term  of  service,  the  Comptroller  General  be,  and  he  i*  here^ 
by  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  on  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  for 
so  much  as  may  be  necessary,  of  the  distributive  share  of  the  nett  proceeds 
of  sales  of  public  Lands,  to  the  credit  of  the  State  of  South-  CamKna,  by 
virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  appropriate  tlie  proceed* 
o(  the  sales  of  public  lands,  and  to  grant  preemptk>»  rights,"  approved  05 
the  4th  of  "September,  1841. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  TOVVNES,  the  first  Resolcrtiott  was  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  "  twenty  five  thousand,"  and  insertri^  "  twenty  thousand.  " 

On  the  question.  Will  the  House  amend  the  Resolution  recommended  by 
the  Committee,  by  s!  riking  out  art  after  the  word  *' Resolved,^^  and  i«serting 
the  words  proposed  by  Mr.  MIDDLETON?  Tellers  were  caHed  for,  and 
the  House  divided. 

The  SPEAKER  appointed  Messrs.  WALtACE,  Coopek.Middleton  andSra^ 
WVAN,  to  count  the  House.  The  question  was  then  taken,  and  tbe  TeUers 
reported  44  in  the  affirmative,  and  55  in  the  negative  ;  So  the  amenndmerU 
was  not  agreed  to,  and  Mr.  MIDDLETON  obtained  leave  to  withdraw  thci^ 
second  Resohuion* 

The  Report  of  the  Special  Joint  Committee,  was  then  considered  and 
agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence* 

Tbe  General  Orders  were  then  resumed.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means, 
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On  the  Petition  of  Nash  Roach,  praying  to  be  refunded  a  double  tax,  was 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  Table. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means, 

On  the  Petition  of  James  C.  Brown,  praying  to  be  refunded  a  double  tax^ 
was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  J.  J.  WILSON,  recommitted  to  the  same  Committee. 

The  Resolution  submitted  yesterday,  by  Mr.  SULLIVAN,  proposing  the 
adoption  of  all  the  Rules  of  this  Flouse  in  force  at  the  last  Session,  was  called 
for  consideration.  On  the  question.  Will  the  House  agree  to  the  Resolution  1 
Tellers  were  called  for  and  the  House  divided. 

The  Speaker  appointed  Messrs.  Calhoun,  Porter,  Blakeney,  and  Sulli- 
van to  count  the  House.  The  question  was  then  taken,  and  the  Tellers  re- 
ported  60  in  the  affirmative  and  35  in  the  negative.  So  the  Resolution  was 
not  agreed  to,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  not  agreeing  thereto.

worthy  the  patronage  and  encouragement  of  an  enlightened  Legislature  than 
the  promotion  of  science. 

The  publication  of  works  on  Natural  History,  always  requires  extraordina- 
ly  expenditure  in  their  preparation,  as  their  value  depends  on  the  accuracy 
of  ddineation  and  precision  of  description. 

The  arts  of  drawing  and  engraving  are  necessarily  enlisted,  and  much  ou^ 
]ay  is  indispensable  to  the  attainment  of  perfection.  Such  works  are  thercfoit 
too  often  beyond  the  means  of  private  individuals,  and  the  practice  of  this 
State  has  been  to  advance  such  enierprizes  by  liberal  assistance.  The  foster- 
ing care  of  tho  public  may  reasonably  be  anticipated  in  such  cases,  and  is 
worthy  of  the  dignity  and  enlightenment  of  the  people  of  this  State. 

Your  Committee  therefore  respectfully  submit  that  the  recommendation  of 
the  Governor  he  adopted,  and  that  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  be  appro- 
priated as  d  subscription  to  the  work  of  Professor  Holbrook,  ahd  that  the  sura 
shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Governor,  whenever  he  shall  be  satisfied  that^ 
the  said  work  will  be  published,  and  shall  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
copies  thereof,  which  shall  be  at  the  disposition  of  the  Legislature.

Your  Committee  are  unable  to  ascertain,  from  the  documents  in  their  pos. 
session,  what  is  the  actual  exact  rate  of  profit  made  upon  this  banking  capital, 
.inasmuch  as  all  the  receipts  of  the  Bank,  whether  from  the  Fire  Loan,  firom 
floctuations  in  Stocks,  or  otherwise,  are  thrown  into  one  general  account.  If 
we  take  the  aggregate  of  profit  set  forth  in  the  Bank  Report  now  before  us,  it 
amonnts  to  5^  per  cent.  If  we  take  the  documents  published  by  the  Bank  in 
1843,  the  rate  of  profit  since  the  addition  of  its  borrowed  capital,  from  the 
Fire  Loan,  ranges  from  4  18.100  to  5  55-100  per  cent. 

This  small  profit  results  from  the  very  nature  of  things  ;  for  in  a  small  com. 
niunity  it  is  not  easy  to  employ,  advantageously,  a  large  capital ;  and  we  find 
c(8  a  result,  that  the  larger  the  bankibg  capital,  the  smaller  is  likely  to  be  its 
rate  o^  profit 

Now,  as  a  great  portion  of  the  banking  capital  is  made  of  money  borrowed 
by  the  StatCi  it  b  an  interesting  inquiry  to  ascertain  whether  the  State  gains 
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or  loses  oy  llie  operation.  The  amouot  of  State  Boxiih  pnyable  a;  5  per  ceat 
interest  in  London,  is  $U0Q(^,S22.  Th*  inlerest  must  he  remitted  t'^ither, 
and  consequently  is  increased  b^  tlie  prennliim  oa  exchange  and  charges, 
which  amount,  on  the  average,  to  something  Wetweeu  o.ie  huh' and  one  [ler 
cent.,  thus  making  the  interest,  in  fact,  eqiml  to  from  (jve  and  a  half  to  six 
per  cent.  x 

So,  loo,  the  other  Bonds  due  by  i!»e  State,  au'oo  i.I  ig  lo  $908,081 ,  are  pay- 
able  in  this  counl'7  rt  an  intertSi  of  6  per  cent.  So  far  as  t'le  amount  in  the 
hands  of  the  citizeiis  of  CharIei?ton,  Tor  the  Fire  LOim,  is  concerned,  the  ope- 
ration  is  equal ;  but  so  far  as  the  remaining  nine  hundred  thousand  dol  ars, 
in  the  hands  of  the  Bai'k,  is  conceded,  tbeie  is  a  c^ear  oonual  Iops,  by  the 
open  tio.i,  of  Ixjiweei  five  and  ni.ie  thousand  f'ollar^,  flfcl.iatitig  between  these 
»  sums,  according  to  the  rate  of  exchange,  and  the  moiC  o*  less  favorable  busi- 
ness done  by  the  Bank. 

It  will  be  observed,  too,  thi  I  llie  Bank  has  po  mod  lo  pay  contingent  losses 
arising  from  brd  debts  O"  otherwise.  Tlie  nde  of  proiit,  ibeve*bre,  w^iich  is 
assumed  fo"  the  Bank,  in  the  foregoing  stateinent,  i<*  nnich  beyond  what  il  will 
probibly  real'ze.  For  example:  in  ihe  Bank  stoienient,  its  sj=-ne'^ded  c^6bt, 
in  suit  is  set  down  at  9 » 88,S69,  and  *n  judgmeit.  H  $19,025— in  all,  $207,394 
and  29,  Unless  Ibe  experence  of  this  Bank  shall  p'ove  entirely  different 
from  that  o£  every  oiher  Bank,  a  very  large  portion  of  this  sum  must  be  ^ost, 
and  this  loss  must  p-Oj^ort'onalely  reduce  the  rile  of  profit,  which  has  alretdy 
been  found  too  small.  Hence  i;  appears  with  certainty,  that  on  the  score  of 
profit  and  loss,  the  State  suffers  positive  and  considerable  annual  loss  by  Bank. 
ing  on  this  borrowed  cap^lal. 

But  when  your  Committee  turn  to  the  great  public  considerations  which 
are  involved  in  this  system  of  banking  upon  bOi*rowed  money,  your  Commit* 
tee  cannot  hesitale  to  advise  its  immediate  discontinuadee.  If  a  substantiTe 
proposition  were  madCf  that  ti>e  State  shouM  borrow  mooc^y  to  lend  on  lodlvi- 
dual  notes,  it  would  scarcely  ^^d  any  suppott.  And  yet,  smbstantially,  this 
system  is  the  same,  for  the  morey,  so  soon  as  Ic  finds  its  way  into  the  Bank,  is 
loaned  out  upon  iadividual  secudties,  and  if  these  fail,  the  recourse  of  the 
public  creditor  is  necessarily  on  the  public  TreajiuVy*  The  people,lherefore, 
must  be  taxed  io  make  good  the  bad  debts  of  individuals,  and  the  public  Trea* 
sury  is  thus  involved  in  the  fortunes  of  iadividual  speculation. 

But  there  is  another  view  of  the  subject  of  very  considerable  interest,  which 
the|present  condition  of  the  Bank  exhibits*  At  a  time  of  less  prosperity,  your 
OomJnittee  would  have  felt  some  hesitation  in  presenting  it  in  a  publk;  docu- 
ment;  but  they  thunk,  the  present  condhioQ  of  foreign  exchanges  would  eoa-

Su)>]>o'«  a  state  of  ihiiigs  'odiiciag,  even  a  comparetively  small  but  suddbn 
revulsion  In  comfrex'a!  affai.'s,  is  it  not  obvious  ihat  the  Bank  is  reduced  to 
the  necessiiy  of  socriaeing  some  of  'ts  other  assets,  et  whatever  may  be  got, 
for  the  tune,  or  of  suspending  specie  paymerts:  and  's  it  not  also  obvious,  that 
theSi^te  and  its  fiiances  must  thus  l>eco.ne  iavolved  in  the  most  serious  ha- 
.  zards  or  Banking  operations  ? 

Yofir  CoiimiUee  de^m  it  their  duty  to  so.y,  thyt  although  the  existing  state 
of  the  money  market  renders  improbable  any  such  demand  as  that  proposed, 
yet  they  cari?ot  approve  the  ex'^jting  condition  of  the  Bank.  They  ihink  the 
issues  are  ent'^ely  too  large  for  the  amount  of  cash  assets  on  hand,  and  that 
the  Bank  is  too  mach  exposed  by  such  a  disproportion.  To  ihe'r  minds,  it 
affords  another  proot  of  the  unsoundness  of  the  whole  system,  as  t^Is  condition^ 
of  the  Bank  seems  to  be  caused  by  the  very  anxiety  0.1  the  part  of  the  direc- 
tion, lo  increase  its  pro6t.  The  specie  in  Bank,  of  course,  brings  no  interest. 
The  constant  tendency  of  the  Bank  is  to  reduce  its  amount,  and  unless  this 
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tendency  be  checked,  the  country  becomes^exposed  to  all  the  evils  of  an  infla- 
ted and  irredeemable  currency.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to 
guard  the  people  against  these  evils,  while  its  interest  prompts  to  increase  the 
profits  of  the  Bank.  Connection  with  the  Bank,  therefore,  operates  to  swerve 
^the  public  authorities  from  their  duty. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  many  considerations  which  might  be  pre- 
sented  by  your  Committee,  to  show  the  unsoundness  of  this  union  between  , 
Bank  and  State.  Whatever  may  be  the  views  of  your  Committee,  as  to 
a  total  severance  of  the  connection,  they  think  it  unwise  to  attempt  more 
than  to  call  in  all  the  borrowed  capital  of  the  Bank,  and  to  apply  the 
same  in  extinguishment  of  the  public  debt.  They  are  fully  aware,  that 
great  fluctuations  in  the  supply  of  money  and  credit,  are  injurious,  and 
they  prefer,  therefore,  measures  of  gradual  operation.  The  assets  of  the 
Bank,  to  the  extent  proposed,  can  be  called  in  at  the  present  time  without  any 
general  derangement.  There  is  abundance  of  capital-seeking  investment, 
and  no  individual  entitled  to  credit  would  be  seriously  embarrassed. 

The  only  real  difficulty  in  the  way,  is  the  distance  of  time  at  which  the  pub- 
lic debt  is  payable,  and  the  consequent  value  of  the  stock  of  the  State  beyond 
its  par.  Your  Committee,  however,  are  assured,  that  if  the  Groneral  Assem- 
bly distinctly  declare  its  will  to  that  eflect,  the  skill  and  experience  of  the  Pre- 
sident and  Directors,  will  find  the  proper,  means  of  carrying  it  into  effect. 
Your  Committee  can  see  no  substantiiftl  hindrance  iathe  way  of  a  willing  and 
active  agent ;  and  they  regard  the  object  as  of  so  much  importance,  that  they 
would  even  prefer  a  purchase  of  the  State  Bonds  at  an  enhanced  rate  above 
par,  to  a  continuance  of  the  system  of  lending  out  the  money  on  individual  se- 
cmky*  But  even  this  alternative  could  be  avoided,  by  adopting  the  plan  which 
the  Bank  has  already  partially  adopted,  of  investing  the  money  in  such  un- 
doubted securities  of  a  public  nature,  as  would  be  undoubtedly  available  in 
time  to  meet  the  public  debt.  These  details  they  think  it  best  to  leave  to  the 
sound  discretion  of  the  President  and  Directors.  • 

On  the  whole  matter,  your  Committee  advise  the  adoption  of  the  following 
Resolutions: 

1.  Resolved^  That  the  Banking  capital  of  the  State  ought  to  be  reduced  to 
its  original  amount  of  actual  capital,  to  wit:  the  sum  of  $1,128,357  73. 

2.  Resolved^  That  the  other  funds  now  used  by  the  Bank,  as  banking  capi- 
al,  ought  to  be  called  in  and  applied  to  the  discharge  of  the  public  debt. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Bank  do  forthwith 
adopt  such  measures  as  may  be  proper  for  carrying  out  the  foregoing  Reso- 
lutions ;  and  that  they  report  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  next  session, 
what  action  has  been  taken  thereon. 
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After  sometime  spent  in  the  discussion,  Mr.  HUNT  moved  to  lay  the  Re- 
port  on  the  Table,  which  passed  in  the  affirmative.
